NEW YORK, June 15.—Union aid will 
be sought by the stock managers thru- 
out the country when the national or- 
ranization of stock managers meets here 
today The managers banded _ to- 
gether under the American Stock Man- 
agers’ Association have determined to 
put up a brave fight against economic 
odds. The failure or Henry Duffy on 
the Coast is said to have inspired many 
stock managers to protect themselves 
before it is too late. 

Stock is known to be in a bad way. 
The business report of a large play bu- 
reau here is reported to show a loss of 
$2,500 last month. Approximately one 
third of the stock business is said to 
exist today in comparison with the pre- 
talkie days. 

The convention will feature a mem- 
bership drive since there are still 20 
per cent of the stock managers who are 
not in the organization which hopes to

The stock managers are said to have 
invited representatives of large film 
concerns to attend the convention in 
the hope of negotiating for the placing 
of stock companies in vacant theaters 
owned by the movie concerns.

The majority of stock managers 
ate said to feel much of the economic 
pressure at the present time is due to 
demands made upon the managers by 
organized labor.

Cineinnati Park Reduces 


Ride and Pool Admission 


While some amusement parks reduced 
the prices on certain speed-riding de- 
vices before opening the present season, 
the first one on record in The Billboard 
offices to resort to a cut since beginning 
1930 operations is Rainbow Park, Cin- 
cinnati. The reason given by General 
Manager C. De Laney Martin is that 
economic conditions are not the best 
for many families at the present time, 
and while the reductions are expected to 
cut into the park profits for a few weeks 
he believes that the increased volume 
of business resulting from the new 
policy will more than offset the tem- 
porary losses. 


Except for the Leaping Lena and the 
Cyclone, where the price of 15 cents 
continues, all speed features at the 
park have been reduced to 10 cents, 
among these rides being Custer Cars, 
Honeymoon Trail, Lindy Loop, the new 
Pretzel and Tilt-a-Whirl. 


Along with the cut in riding-device 
prices the admission charge to the pool 
has been reduced about 20 per cent. The 
new price is now 40 cefits for adults, 
including use of a bathing suit and 
towels and beach playground apparatus. 
For children the price has been cut to 
25 cents for full pool privileges.

~ Wiman Says 
Road Is Dead 


Cheap shows only pay on 
road—theater over-union- 
ized, he claims 


NEW YORK, June 14.—Dwight Wi- 
man, who with William A. Brady, Jr 
comprises the firm of Brady & Wiman 
producers of Tie Road to Rome, The 
Little Show and other attractions, be- 
lieves that the road is all but dead, ac 
cording to views expressed to a repre- 
sentative of The Billboard. It has be 
come tremendously expensive to send 
plays on the’ road with the result that 
managers cannot road-show attractions 
unless they are basically inexpensive,” 
Wiman declared. 

“We have made a profit on the out- 
of-town showings of The Little Show,” 
said the producer, “but, take for in- 
stance Jane Cowl, who is one of the five 
biggest names in the theater. Jane 
Cowl will attract business to the box- 
office anywhere in this country, but her 
tour this year has not equaled those of 
previous seasons from a business stand- 
point. 

“The average Broadway play will not 
make money on the road today. The 
out-of-town,public wants only those few 
attractions that have been phenomenal 
successes in New York If the play 
has an inexpensive cast and is not an 
expensive production on the whole, the 
manager can afford to send it on the 
road. If it is expensive he will lose 
money. 


“I think the out-of-town public will 
have to depend upon local groups for 
theatrical entertainment. local groups 
featuring guest stars. That and an oc- 
casional roadshow. The main trouble 
with the theater in general is that it is 
over-unionized.” ‘ 


Wiman's comment is in line with the 
general economic condition of the thea- 
ter thruout the country. The high cost 
of production, according to Broadway 
has boosted box-office prices 
beyond the reach of the large public 
that formerly attended the legitimate 
theater. 


“A play like Young Sinners would un- 
doubtedly make a lot of money on the 
road.” said Wiman. “It would not be 
difficult to send out. On the other hand 
Jed Harris’ production of Uncle Va 
would probably lose money on the road 
because it is such an expensive show.” 


When asked about the theater on the 
Pacific Coast from the viewpoint of the 
Broadway manager, Wiman_ smiled 
“That is almost like discussing a for- 
eign territory.” he said “It’s too far 
away. We can only sell the Coast rights 
The road, however, interests me very 
much.”

chanical music. A resolution was pre- 
sented by Adolph Hirschberg, president 
of the Philadelphia Central Labor Union, 
for the third time before conventions of 
the musicians, seeking to establish com- 
petition that would create a greater em- 
ployment opportunity for federation 
members. Considering this impractica- 
ble, the committee report was adopted 
in its stead. The measure called for the 
creation of a chain of theaters and 
moving-picture-producing facilities by 
the federation. 

As a result of the adoption of a reso- 
lution unanimously, the federation will 
request the executive board of the 
American Federation of Labor to peti- 
tion the United States Congress to ap- 
point a non-partisan commission, com- 
posed of an equal representation of 
industrialists, organized labor and na- 
tionally known economists, to thoroly 
investigate the unemployment situation, 
define the causes and recommend a 
remedy, thus affording the freedom of 
public and personal discussion of this 
most vital subject without the attending 
results of political or organized mis- 
understanding. 

The meeting went on record as advo- 
cating, thru local and affiliated bodies, 
the enacting of State laws calling for 
State examinations thruout the United 
States and Canada that would compare 
with the examinations of other profes- 
sions, to the end that no one could 
cive service for remuneration unless 
they held a license or certificate. The 
purpose of seeking such State examina- 


tion board is the preservation of cul- 
tural music and the elimination of 
objectionable, detrimental and unfair 


competition 

Chattanooga, Tenn., was chosen as the 
convention city for 1931. 

From its very opening the conven- 
tion heard outstanding men in the field 
of music deplore the situation which has 
grown out of the extensive popularity of 
machine-made music. 

Lieutenant - Governor William S. 
Youngman presented the greetings of 
the Commonwealth and the compli- 
ments of Governor Allen, who was in 
Chicago at the time. Following Young- 
man, John M. Casey, city censor, in- 
formed the delegates that he brought 
the regrets of Mayor Curley for his in- 
ability to be present because of the 
illness of Mrs. Curley, who died the 
following day. Thru a resolution pre- 
sented by President Thomas H. Finigan, 
of Local 9, just prior to the adjourning 
of the afternoon session Wednesday, the 
heartfelt sympathy of the delegates was 
extended to Mayor Curley and the 
members of his family in their bereave- 
ment. 

In his opening address Joseph N. 
Weber, president of the federation, 
strongly advised against militant action 
in the attempt to eradicate the debasing 
of the field of music. “This is a cul- 
tural fight and must be won in the 
name of culture and not thru boycott 
on theaters because a few musicians lose 
jobs,” he said. “We would not protest 
any machine that would benefit the 
workers and the people at large, but we 
do protest machines that are devised 
wholly to give a few people money, at 
the expense of many, which would make 
this a nation of listeners instead of a 
nation of music producers.” 

Deploring the fact that the introduc- 
tion of mechanical music was hurting 
the field of music, Weber pointed out 
that the federation’s plan of education 
was bearing fruit as proven by the fact 
that more than 3,000,000 people of this 
country and Canada are already enlisted 
in the Music Defense League, created 
and sponsored by the body in behalf of 
living music at a cost of $500,000 to 
date. 

Weber's advice against militant meth- 
ods was occasioned by remarks of Judge 
William J. Day, counsel for Boston Mu- 
siclans’ Union No. 9, in which he urged 
a campaign of propaganda unter the 
slogan “Tie the Can to Canned Music” 
and a resort to the boycott if necessary. 


The federation’s leader called atten- 
tion to the fact that some advice had 
been given as to how to prevail in the 
fight against mechanics in music, and 
faid that he did not agree, expressing 
the view that the speaker “does not 
understand the situation we are facing.” 

This attitude on the part of President 
Weber was later endorsed by Matthew 
Woll, vice-president of the American

Federation of Labor and president of 
the Union Labor Life Insurance Com- 
pany. Woll declared that a boycott 
would destroy al] the constructive work 
done by the American Federation of Mu- 
sicians during the last few years. The 
appeal to the music instincts of the 
people would, he believed, develop a 
higher culture far more lasting and 
beneficial than any resort to force. He 
expressed the opinion that the almost 
universal demand for more leisure for 
educational purposes, thru the reduction 
of hours to meet the inroads of the 
mechanization of the arts, was bound 
to have its cultural influence and create 
a demand that America continue to lead 
in the field for preservation of genuine 
music. 


Boris Morros, general musical director 
for the Paramount Publix Theaters of 
North America, in a short address, an- 
nounced that his company was at the 
present time employing more union mu- 
sicians than any other concern and that 
within the next year this number would 
be doubled. He asked the assistance of 
the federation in establishing orchestras 


and organists in the 
country. 

William J. Kernwood, secretary of the 
American Federation of Musicians, 
stated, too, that an unlooked-for re- 
sponse from the public supporting their 
campaign against mechanical music has 
been received from all over the country. 
He declared that millions of coupons 
and letters have been received at the 
headquarters of the organization in New 
York and that a staff of clerks is busy 
sorting the replies that have been made 
in answer to newspaper advertisements, 
as well as magazines. Hundreds of peo- 
ple, he said, have written letters stating 
that the continuance of mechanical mu- 
sic would be a deathblow to an art 
which has taken centuries to develop. 
Starting in September of last year, he 
said that the federation has expended 
half a million dollars in propaganda. 

That the sympathy and support of 
musical educators thruout the United 
States are with the musicians in their 
campaign against the canned product 
as a substitute for living orchestras and 
organists was the assurance given the

The Messrs. Shubert have opened one 
of their theatrical cages and turned 
loose a slimy thing entitled Artists and 
Models concocted from what was left 
over from an English musical comedy en. 
titled Dear Love. It is by far the most 
disgraceful unveiling seen in our 
festival parlors in some time. Its humor 
is tainted with the aroma of the cutter. 
It is a prostitution of whatever ability 
the various Shubert entertainers may 
possess. Furthermore, it is a bore and a 
waste of time. 


Whatever plot there was in Dear Lore 
frequently manages to lift its battered 
head and emit a weak hiss in Artists and 
Mcdels (Paris-Riviera Edition of 1930), 
but that is no cause for rejoicing. It is 
the old story of love well smeared with 
molasses creeping thru the pie. The pie 
in this case amounts to the antics of 
Phil Baker, the old accordion man. 
Baker, the music maker, does what he 
can with the aid of his concertina and 
this and that old wheeze to enliven 
the gangrenous proceedings. Aileen 
Stanley, of the music halls and the 
phonograph records, also contributes her 
bit, which is but one positive atom in 
this negative mass of commercialized 
sex slop which the Messrs, Shubert will 
have us believe is a revue. 


Chorus girls wearing’ a liberal coat- 
ing of body paint, and chorus boys at- 
tired in artists’ smocks, wander aimlessly 
in and out of the Cafe Parisienne, over- 
looking «he Mediterranean, the salon of 
somebody's villa, the exterior of the 
School of Art, the interior of a solarium 
if you please, and finally wind up on the 
terrace of the Hctel De Maxim, also on 
the Riviera, according to the Messrs. 
E>ubert’s program, but not according to 
Watson Barratt’s settings, which look 
like almost anything pulled out of a 
storehouse and smeared with paint. They 
ge thru various movements outlined by 
Palmere Brandeaux, whose dance ideas 
have been seen on our stage for some 
years past, excepting a first-act finale 
number based on a dance performed by 
Tina Meller in Charles B. Cochran's 
Wake Up and Dream. The _ current 
version is performed by the boys and 
girls together and involves more 
wriggling than any cooch dancer ever 
thought existed. 

For some vague reason the goings-on 
reveal Miss Florence, direct from Folies 
Bergere, Paris, if you are in the habit 
of believing what your program tells 
you, who is supposed to be a dancer. 
There is also Vera Pearce, who is 
supposed to be a comedienne, and George 
Hassell, who is reported as a comedian. 
Various other showfolk featured in the 
piece could not be identified, fortunately. 


The music by Harold Stern and Ernie 
Golden inspires me to repeat the remark: 
“Sorry, judge, I do not remember.” Some. 
thing called dialog appears to have been 
staged by Frank Smithson. The cos- 
tumes are said to have been designed by 
Ernest Schraps, but we'll let that pass in 
order to provide one drop of the milk of 
human kindness. For ‘Artists and Models 
(Paris-Riviera Edition of 1930) needs 
all the kindness it can get

William Swartzwald, musical super- 
visor for the RKO of New York City, also 
addressed the meeting and announced 
that the organization he represented is 
intensely interested in large feature or- 
chestras and organists. He urged the 
federation and delegates to assist them 
in building up such musical features, 
especially in the smaller cities and towns 

The convention affirmed fines totaling 
$1.350 imposed on Victor E. Hugo and his 
brother, William E. Hugo. who operate 
the Hugo School of Music, for violation 
of union rules. The fines, originally 
$1.500 and $1,000, were assessed last 
February by the local union when, the 
Hugo brothers admitted they recom- 
mended an orchestra composed of four of 
their students to play at a private party 
at a fee below the union scale. An ap- 
peal to the National Executive Board of 
the union brought a reduction. Victor 
Hugo has paid his $750 fine, but Wil- 
liam is still “thinking it over” and said 
he may take the matter to court. 

A concert of the People’s Symphony 
Orchestra of Boston in the ballroom of 
the Copley-Plaza Sunday night was the 
first event on the convention program. 
Dr. Henry Hadley was the conductor. 

On Tuesday a large majority of the 
delegates and guests enjoyed an all-day 
outing at Pemberton Inn, the steamer 
Nantasket being chartered for the oc- 
casion. 

On Thursday night delegates and 
guests were entertained by the Boston 
local at Convention Hall. A vaudeville 
program was offered and this gave way 
for a time while the big fight was being 
broadcast. Later in the evening a col- 
lation was served.

AUDEVILLE exploitation men who live, eat, sleep and would 

have you know that they are ready to die for tieups work in 

a virgin field. It will be a long time before their calling is 
minutely regulated as are other branches of activity allied to vaude- 
ville. It would not do for vaudeville’s leaders to execute a right-about- 
face at this early period and place a restraining hand on the en- 
thusiasms of the boys who recognize no barriers in their attempts to 
attract public attention to vaudeville. An enterprising exploiteer even 
went so far as to suggest not long ago that the new planet be dubbed 
Arkayo. Possibly he was not quite serious in his intention, but his 
ambition was typical of the gentry entrusted with pulling stunts with 
the idea of drawing attention to acts and bills. 


But I am not concerned with the planet gag, nor do I hold a brief 
against vaudeville exploiteers going to limits never before reached by 
vaudeville’s clarions and heralds. To the contrary, I feel that vaudeville 
can never receive too much attention at the hands of stunt men, ez- 
ploiteers and publicity men. However, their zeal should not defeat the 
very purpose for which they are employed. Commercial tieups are great 
stuff. Handled cleverly, they give circuits, acts—and frequently, special 
shows—valuable publicity that could not otherwise be obtained except 
thru the expenditure of large sums of money. But the trick in making 
commercial tieups is to make the expenditures come from the other 
end—and vaudeville exploiteers fortunately are not losing track of this 
important phase. 


A tieup is of credit to a circuit if it does not go beyond the bounds 
of reason. By this I mean that a theater cannot expect to retain the good- 
will of its patrons over a long period by plastering over what is alleged 
to be entertainment with commercial plugs, slogans and advertising 
signs. Tieups to be effective and of benefit to a circuit must be confined 
to the OUTSIDE. The THEATER proper must be kept free of a com- 
mercial taint. It’s all right to have artists appear in department stores 
take part in freak street parades, meet the Mayor at City Hall, and co- 
operate in various other stunts that take place outside of the theater 
These cannot do harm, and they are certainly forces for the creation of 
interest in a theater and its shows. But a circuit can’t expect to derive 
any lasting benefits from the flashing of advertising trailers on the 
screens of its houses. A circuit cannot expect its patrons to react favor- 
ably to demonstrations of radio-receiving sets, refrigerators and other 
gadgets in its lobbies. 


If they don’t put a stop to this sort of thing, attending a vaudefilm 
show in the very near future will amount to an ad copywriter’s night- 
mare, A comedian appearing with synthetic gags about Tuppenheimer 
clothes, Heneeda biscuits and Old Silvef cigarets; distributing pepper- 
mints “thru the courtesy of the Twinklespeel Sweets Company”, a flim- 
fiam revue presented thru the eourtesy of the Milady Shop, “the city’s 
biggest women’s apparel store’, and so on, ad infinitum. This business 
must stop. Better that it should be curbed voluntarily than thru the 
revolt of a public disgusted with such practices, with a resultant ill- 
efiect on exploitation in general. 


It pays to be fair, even in the show business. 
cussed the so-called Negro problem in this column. I presented both 
sides of the matter, justifying RKO’s attitude on Negro acts that are 
mischievous, and adding that it would be unfortunate if all Negro acts 
had to suffer because of the indiscretions of a few.

NEW YORK, June 16.—Some time this 
week the RKO booking floor will under- 
go an almost complete shift in lay- 
out, with a view on Charles J. Freeman's 
part toward eliminating the congestion 
that would otherwise result with so 
many agents doing business there. With 
the exception of Jack Hodgdon, booker 
of the junior houses, al] of Freeman's 
assistants will be quartered in -private 
offices.

Freeman wipes out distine- 
tions—wants reps. to put 
out their own acts 


NEW YORK. June 16.—The new ad- 
ministration of the RKO booking de- 
partment has arrived at what it regards 
as a solution of the old agent-producer 
problem From now on, according to 
Charles J. Freeman, there will no dis- 
tinction whatever between a _ producer 
and an agent. The men approved as 
traders on the sixth floor will gradually 
become known as representatives, this 
term fitting them better than the out- 
worn monickers of agents and producers. 
Freeman does not intend to waste his 
time and that of others quibbling about 
the respective rights and privileges of 
one class of act trader over another. 

For the purposes of the sixth floor, 
Freeman has found, it makes little or no 
difference to a booker whether a man 
shares ownership in an act that he 
represents. The booker’s concern is with 
the merit of the act and its price. For- 
merly producers were not permitted to 
offer other than their own acts, this 
theoretical condition being responsible 
for another: the posing of alleged pro- 
ducers under false colors and untold 
difficulty in determining who is right- 
fully entitled to consideration in spot- 
ting shows that cannot eccommodate 
acts handled by all the agents. 

The franchises issued and reissued by 
Freeman within the last two weeks do 
not specify any distinction as to the 
producer or agent status of the holders. 
Even the producers who were retained 
from the triumvirate administration 
were not given any instructions as to 
their status Freeman has made it 
known that he would like every agent 
to take a hand at producing. With 
more of the act sellers financially in- 
terested in acts the office will thus be in 
a position to improve its stock of avail- 
able material. Producers will vie with 
one another in the quality of their 
attractions so as to derive the benefits 
of getting solid routing. 

Freeman will not make extravagant 
promises to producers, but every author- 
ized representative who shows to Free- 
man's satisfaction that he is applying 
himself to putting something out that 
is novel and playable will be given a 
showing date and a _ tentative route. 
Further time wil] depend, of course, on 
how the act goes in the projected route 
of break-in houses, which will un- 
doubtedly be brought under Jack 
Hodgdon's wing 

In order to encourage RKO represen- 
tatives to produce their own acts Free- 


man will assume an unusually liberal 
attitude toward the disposition of the 
offerings. They will be permitted to 


sell their acts to other circuits provided 
RKO gets the first look at them This 
follows in line with the intimation given 
recently by Freeman that representa- 
tives will also be permitted to sell acts 
outside eventually on the same condi- 
tion: that RKO gets the first chance to 
buy the material. 

While Freeman intends to be liberal 
toward his own representatives, he 1s 
adamant in his stand that outsiders will 
not be given consideration over his own 
men, either in the roles of producers or 
agents. Producers who give Loew the 
first breaks will not have a chance in 
the Freeman office unless they do what 
any act is entitled to do, place their 
business in the hands of an authorized 
RKO representative. 


Freeman denies that there will be any 
radical changes instituted shortly in the 
cireuit’s producing policy. While it 1s 
admitted that some talk has been going 
on about bringing W. B. Friedlander 
into the organization, Freeman explains 
that this was directed toward reviving 
Friedlander’s vaudeville-producing§ ac- 
tivity. Should the reported negotiations 
with Friedlander materialize he will 
re-enter the field as an associate of 
M. 8. Bentham.

but seven are still out, with the odds in 
favor of most of the number eventually 
returning. Max E. Hayes, Murray Feil 
end Uarry and Leonard Romm are abcut 
the only ones who are definitely off the 
list cf prespects for re-enfranchisement 
Hay?s is exclusively tied up with talkie 
producing, Feil is out on the coast for 
the William Morris office, and the Romms 
are absorbed in eking out a living from 
a Loew franchise issued to Harry Romm 
shortly before the April 1 shakeup went 
into effect. The others still out are E. K 
Nadel, Alex Gerber and Malcolm Eagle 
There is every likelihood that Nadel! and 
Gerber, both producers, will be back on 
the sixth floor by the fall. Gerber is out 
on the coast fcr a short stay, and Nadel 
is preparing his fall-production schedule. 

With the five added—or rather taken 
back—this week, and with the eight 
representatives restored to standing last 
week, the sixth flocr now boasts of the 
largest proportional representation of 
act sellers in its lorg and colorful his- 
tory. There were not as many men and 
women carrviag little tlack books in the 
days when RKO had double the number 
of houses as now. This in no way inter- 
feres with Freeman’s plan of reorganiza- 
tion, since he has maintained with em- 
phatic consistency that the sixth floor 
can never have too many agents. The 
agents now franchised will have to fight 
harder (at least the small fry among 
them) to hold the‘r footing and make 
both ends meet. This, according to Free- 
man’s way of thinking, will give RKO a 
more intensive coverage of the entire 
vaudeville field 

The office has nothing to lose by Free- 
man’s generosity, while the agents must 
wait for their uncertain gain until] the 
time when RKO will recoup its loss of 
houses during the last several! seasons 
If as many houses are put back inta the 
vaudefilm category in the fall as has 
heen intimated by RKO officiais, agents 
will at least get a better run than earlier 
this season, when their number had not 
yet been reduced and houses were being 
pulled out of the cclumns at a rapid 
rate. 

According to an ocificial list of repre- 
sentatives checked ty an RKO official, 
there.are now 32 offices doing business 
with the sixth floor. These offices are 
represented by 36 principals (i. e., fran- 
chised representatives) and 42 assistants. 
Thus the total number of men and 
women doing business under a franchise 
authority on the sixth floor is 78.

NEW YORK, June 16—Lack of co-operation on the part of the picture- 
house circuits is ascribed as the reason for the terrible flon of the NVA basket- 
collection drive. This was the first year since its founding that the NVA enlisted 
the aid of the film industry in its annual drive for funds—and the film industry 
failed it. The financial depression was at first given as the cause for the meager 


gross of approximately 
many more theaters participating this 
year, however, belies this and should 
have made up for the depression enough 
to at least equal the $600,000 that was 
cerived last year, when only vaudefilmers 
and the few straight vaude. houses took 
part. 

The NVA now faces the worst crisis in 
its entire history as a result of the de- 
linquent circuits. VMA officials are com- 
pletely in the dark as to what will be 
done to make up the enormous deficit in 
the amount necessary to maintain the 
three clubhouses in New York, Los 
Angeles and Chicago, and their institu- 
tions and charities. A meeting of the 
directors of the NVA Benefit Fund is to 
be held some time this week or next, and 
a definite plan evolved to overcome the 
NVA's current and impending debts. 

When the recent drive got under way, 
it was generally known that $1,000,000 
would have to be gotten to pull the 
NVA thru the coming year. About 
$300,000 of that amount was to go for 
paying off debts on the new Saranac 
Lake Sanatorium and toward necessary 
additions to the buildings. Another like 
amount was to co for its maintenance 
for one year, and the rest of the million 
for the support of the three clubhouses 
and the many unfortunates (sick and 
agec) now on the NVA charity list. 

The sanatorium is scheduled to be 
opened officially on or about July 15. 
The institution was completed a few 


$485,000. So 


months ago, and should have been 
opened then, but, altho VMA officials 
denied it, there were no funds with 


which to carry on. The Billboard pub- 
lished a story at that time that the NVA 
was in financial straits, but this was also 
denied. 

What will be done to make up what 
appears to be a deficit of about $500,000 
is unknown. The probable solution is 
canvassing of all circuits for special 
donations, but it is doubted whether the 
strictly picture chains will come thru 
with money from their cwn coffers. 

About $120,000 was gotten from the 
Loew Circuit in the drive, the highest 
total from any chain. RKO was second 
with $114,090 Fox came thru with 
$70,000. Of the picture circuits, Warner 
topped with $48,000, and Publix sent in 
$41,000 The Comerford chain, indie, 
reported $6,300 The greatest disap- 
pointment was the Balaban & Katz Chi. 
cago theaters, Pub'’ix operated, about 
$1,300 

It was the opinion of a VMA official 
that the picture circuits displayed either 
gross ignorance as to how the collections 
and benefits in their houses should have 
been conducted, or did not give them the 
proper consideration. Publix, operating 
the lgrgest theater chain, and Warner 
delivered only a fraction of the amount 
expected from them. Fox was far below 
its expected gross among the vaude- 
filmers.

“Ideas” Will Strangle Vaude. 


On Fox Cireuit Next Season 


NEW YORK, June 16.—From present 
appearances, vaudeville on the Fox Cir- 


cuit will be a rarity next season. Fan- 
chon & Marco Ideas will undoubtedly 
supplant it, except in a few isolated 


houses that are not equipped to carry 


them. These, however, May undergo 
physical changes to make a unit policy 
possible 


With Fox dropping out, the RKO, 
Loew and Warner circuits are left to 
the acts aside from the very few indie 
houses that may be playing vaude. next 
season. 

Vaudeville’s doom on the Fox Circuit 
became evident from the very first week 
that the act-buying department took 
the Fanchon & Marco title, with Mike 
Marco as president and over Jack Loeb 
The first change took place at the Acad- 
emy, with the usual six-act bill cut to 
three acts and an Idea. This week the 
Crotona and Park Plaza, Bronx, went 
from five acts on a split week to Ideas 
the first half and a stage-band policy 
the last. 

Not only will the units be placed in 
most of the former vaudefilmers, but 
also in a number of indie houses in the 
East now reported to be dickering for 
them. With the much lengthened route 
on their hands, Fanchon & Marco will 
probably produce Ideas here as well as 
on the Coast, from whence all the unit 
were sprung heretofore. Earl Simmons, 
Eastern booker for the units, is sign- 
ing acts now and sending them west 

Mike Marco, immediately upon his ar- 


rival in New York last week, went into 
conference with Harry C. Arthur, gen- 
eral manager of the Fox theaters in the 


Bast These meetings are reported to 


have had bearing on what houses, now 


vaudefilm or straight pictures, were to 
take on the unit policy. 

The average budget for the Ideas is 
between $3,400 and $3,800. They take 
cuts, however, in those houses that can- 
not afford to stand the gaff Vaude. 
budgets in the Fox theaters varied great 
ly, but never ran lower than the units. 

Phil Bloom, now the sole vaude. book- 
er in the Fanchon & Marco office, has 
about three weeks to offer acts At. the 
start of the season there were 12 weeks 
on the books, and at this time last year 
about 20 The houses still playing 
vaude,. are the Academy, three-act vaude 
and unit split-week policy; Star, split- 
week: Crotona and Park Plaza, last 
halves; Liberty, Elizabeth, N. J., split 
week, and the Rivoli, Hempstead, L. L., 
split week The State, Jersey City, 
closed for the summer last Friday for 
general repairs and the installation of 
a cooling system

Loew Cuts 
More Time 


Take acts from five houses 
—‘summer policy’ claimed 
by executives 


NEW YORK, June 14. — With exec- 
utives still explaining that “the policy 
is for the summer and applies only to 
the houses Named and is not a circuit- 
wide move to eliminate vaudeville”, 
Loew made plans this week to take five 
more houses out of vaudeville on June 
28. The action bears out an exclusive 
forecast in last week’s issue of The Bill- 
board. 

By making this latest inroad into its 
vaudeville buying power, Loew slices 
three houses from its road show and re- 
moves also from the running two out- 
of-town houses that have been using 
heavy-salaried acts booked directly from 
here. 

The houses listed as going into 
straight pictures for the summer are 
Loew’s Victory, Evansville; Midland, 
Kansas City; Loew's, Akron; State, Syra- 
cuse, and Loew's Rochester, Rochester 
The Kansas City, Evansville and Akron 
houses belong on the road show, Kansas 
City and Akron being full-weekers and 
Evansville using Loew-booked acts the 
last half. 

By eliminating the three aforemen- 
tioned houses from the road tour, acts 
will have to jump after June 28 from 
Houston to Canton, a four-day stand. 
The Loew road show is thus left with 
eight full-week stands and a four-day 
stop in Canton. 

Last week Loew removed stage attrac- 
tions, ostensibly for the summer, from 
five houses in the New York area. These 
were the Oriental, Bedford and Kings. 
Brooklyn; Yonkers, and Plaza, Corona. 
Loew formerly took pride in its vaude- 
ville strength during the summer 
months on the ground that its houses, 
being equipped with modern cooling 
plants, were in a position not only to 
keep open during uncomfortably hot 
weather, but did enough business to 
warrant the retention of stage attrac- 
tions. There is a likelihood that more 
Loew houses will be deprived of vaude- 
ville, but this is denied by a Loew of- 
ficial, 

The story in The Billboard two weeks 
ago which stated that by taking the 
five New York houses out of the stage- 
show category Loew was proving itself to 
be a fair-weather friend of vaudeville 
caused certain circuit, execs. to state 
that the office was being treated unfair- 
ly. At that time, however, Loew execs 
still insisted that Syracuse and Roches- 
ter would not be deprived of their stage 
shows. 

With Loew continuing to cut down on 
its vaudeville columns and Fox either 
dropping vaude., closing down houses 
or substituting Fanchon & Marco Ideas 
for spot-booked acts, the field is nar- 
rowing itself down this summer to RKO. 
And even in RKOgthe number of houses 
remaining open and paying big salaries 
is far smaller than in former seasons. 


Irving Cooper Badly

NEW YORK, June 14.—Nobody wil! 
have a chance to complain henceforth 
that they are unable to voice their 
squawks or present their ideas in person 
to Charles J. Freeman, head of the RKO 
booking department. This week Free- 
man announced that he will be at 
liberty to interview all callers during 
special office hours on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays between 5 and 6 pm. Sev- 
eral persons were interviewed under this 
system this week, even before Freeman's 
innovation was made known generally. 

By adhering to this routine Freeman 
will escape criticism directed at former 
booking officials. While Ben Piazza is 
delegated to handle all agent tangles, 
there has been no special provision 
made yet for adjusting complaints of 
acts. With the news out that Freeman 
has set aside the two hours weekly to 
see everybody with a tale to relate, it 
is exepected that the mass of prospec- 
tive squawkers will be eliminated in a 
short time.

RKO magazines gratis. The national 
advertising to be lined up by Lord, 
Thomas & Logan will easily pay the ex- 
pense of putting out the periodical. In 
fact, certain officials of RKO are of the 
Opinion that the response will be so 
great as to make the scheme a highly 
profitable one for the circuit 

Thru such a medium as Turner sug- 
gests RKO can broadcast pertinent news 
of its activities to patrons and others 
in a bighly pleasing form by including 
interesting fiction material in its pages 
and by usng other features of reader in- 
terest. And the stunt can be put over 
with iittle or no expense. 

Fox's West Coast group of houses is 
putting out a magazine along the lines 
suggested by Turner. But the Fox idea 
is small compared with the manner in 
which RKO hopes to tackle Turner's 
scheme. The Fox patron organ does not 
carry national advertising and therefore 
represents a huge investment with no 
possible chance of direct returns. RKO’s 
scheme, should it materialize, will not 
only sell the circuit and its picture- 
producing auxiliary in a dignified man- 
ner, but will also be a potential field 
for making money. An entirely separate 
end vresponsible bureau will have to be 
organized for carrying out the Turner 
scheme. 
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Dope on Foreign 
Commission Angles 


NEW YORK. June 16.—According to 
the lads making frequent trips across 
the foam, foreign agents are far better 


off than the act salesmen on this side 
of the water. Commission percentages 
there are higher as a rule, with more 
surety to the agent of collecting from 
the acts or the house Management, 
whichever the case may be. 

Percentages vary at two different 


theaters in Paris, but in both cases the 
acts are booked net, with the manage- 
ment paying the commission. At the 
Cirque Medrano the cut is 5 per cent, 
while at the Cirque d’Hiver the agent 
receives 31-3 per cent. 

It depends on whether the act was 
sold native or foreign as to who pays 
the commission in Germany, the artiste 
or the management. If booked thru a 
French agent the act pays 10 per cent, 
or if booked thru a native the manage- 
ment pays the cut, with the act receiv- 
ing net 

In Italy the acts pay 10 per cent, but 
in Belgium the arrangement is similar 
to operations in this country, the man- 
agement and agent splitting a 10 per 
cent commission evenly. Spain has no 
set arrangement, leaving the agreement 
up to the artiste, agent and manage- 
ment for a mutual understanding. 


Gerber Goes to Coast 


YORK, June 14—Alex Gerber, 
producer, has left for Hollywood on a 
combined business and pleasure trip 
lasting from six to eight weeks. It is 
the first real vacation he has been able 
to take in five years. He will look after 
a number of people he has placed with 
picture companies as well as taking a 
crack at writing.

Reviewed at the 86th Street. Style— 
Singing and dancing. Setting—iIn one 
and full stage (specials). Time—Twenty 
minutes. 

A good flash, handsomely mounted 
and well cast, but running a trifle too 
long. Cut down to 15 minutes, it will 
make an ideal opener for any bill. The 
slice in running time is apt to speed 
things up, something this act needs. 

Cast is divided four fems. and three 
males, with an audience plant coming 
on and acting as a singing m. c. thruout. 
Opens “in one”, with a male pianist 
introducing the act with a straicht 
speech. This could easily be cut out 
without loss, as there is no story to 
the flash. As it goes to “full”, plant 
comes on and asks for opportunity to 
direct the proceedings. He does Singing 
@ Vagabond Song and then brings on a 
perfonable damsel for an acrobatic fan 
dance. She’s good. Another girl does 
an Oriental dance and then a mixed 
team comes on for an acrobatic num- 
ber. This team split up later with the 
boy doing an acrobatic solo, while the 
fem. delivered a corking tap on her toes. 

A blond lass, who has been seen be- 
fore in another act, got laughs with a 
burlesque of Pavlowa’s The Dying Swan. 
The plant m. c. delivers another item, 
Sing, You Sinners, with all coming on 
for a fast hoofing finish. Closed here, 
but would show to better advantage in 
the opening ong J. &.

Charles (Red) Marshall 


Reviewed at Foxr’s Star. Style—Comedy 
and singing. Setting—In one and three 
(special). Time—Twenty minutes. 

Charles (Red) Marshall comes from 
burlesque and the latest act he is doing 
with what is reported to be a green cast 
is typical of the field whence he hails. 
This can be taken two ways; this re- 
viewer takes them both. Marshall is 
something of a frozen-pan funster who 
leans heavy on the sap. Were he to 
employ a Swede dialect he would fit into 
the Scandinavian class of buffoonery 
with little or no effort. His own comic 
efforts, the skit built around him and 
the affected mannerisms of his company 
of two girls and two men are packed 
with wheel show business. The notable 
exception to this judgment is that the 
act is far cleaner than the typical bur- 
lesque skit, altho it could hardly fit the 
bill for a school entertainment. 

The act is really an elaboration on a 
hoary burlesque bit, the interspersing 
action serving no other purpose than 
to stretch the running time to the de- 
sired 20 minutes. Marshall calls at a 
doc’s office to get advice on love. He 
arranges with the love expert to call on 


the girl of his heart and while Marshall, 


is seated on a divan with the lady the 
expert is supposed to cue him from be- 
hind a very handy screen. The prompt- 
ing is done from a book that contains 
advice on love and how to bake a cake. 
Shades of burlesque’s heyday! The cues 
go wrong, of course, and the ardent 
suitor is several times interrupted by 
the girl's hot-headed father. A lot of 
noise about killing, maiming and several 
chances for the girl, who is the p. d. 
of the act, to warble ballads. The sap 
finally gets pappy’s consent and the 
finale is a church wedding scene that 
just about avoids being sacrilegious. 
The blond miss doubles in bits and 
also puts over some stepping. Marshall's 
brand of clowning was well liked here. 
He did an encore on the apron and did 
not overstay his welcome. The act needs 
plenty of fixing and not a little clean- 
ing before it will be set for regular 
dates. A far better act could have been 
gotten up for Marshall with compara- 
tively little effort. A boy as clever as 
he should be easy material to work with.

Montana Four 


Reviewed at For’s Star. Style—Har- 
mony singing. Settting—In one (special). 
Time—Eight minutes. 

Combo of two tenors, a bass and bari- 
tone who offer their cycle of close and 
distant harmony in atmospheric dress 
and mountings. The boys look okeh in 
chaps and the other cowboys fixings, but 
their background, while serving its pur- 
pose here, is not complete. The back- 
drop looks like it might have been bor- 
rowed from a nansy-pansy flash act, and 
that kind of stuff doesn’t go good with 
he-man warbles, especially cowboys from 
the wide, open spaces. 

The quartet can stand plenty of im- 
provement in pipes work. Blending is 
not evenly good and choice of numbers 
is not overbrilliant. Two of the boys 
show evidence of hand trouble. which 
means that the organs are fidgeting 
around constantly and distracting from 
the four-ply warbling. The grouping is 
also faulty. The greater part of the 
time they are on the boys are bunched 
in their spot in the center of the apron 


It appears as if they couldn't be moved 
with a derrick Harmony singing com- 
bos should concentrate on warble sales- 
manship. These boys err in directing too 
much attention to their fair-to-middlin’ 
pipes. They open with an unfamiliar 
ballad piece, this getting a mild array of 
handclapping. Their next is Under a 
Teras Moon, wherein enunciation de- 
tracts from the better impression made 
in the singing. They topped off the 
routine with a comedy item on bath- 
tub singers. The exact title escapes us. 
Here, too, the lyrics were garbled up by 
poor enunciation. Yet the boys scored 
a show stop with the number. They 
took plenty bows, but failed to return 
for another session. After playing plenty 
and fixing up the rough spots the boys 
should be in a position to work steadily 
in the lesser houses. E. E. S.

Style—Singing and comedy. Setting—In 
one. Time—Sirteen minutes. 

While this male trio offers a singing 
act, only one of them makes any sort of 
a showing as a good pipes artiste. He’s 
the chap at the piano and is probably 
of the old team of Furman and Evans. 
It is fortunate that they give niggardly 
attention to harmony singing: the little 
that they do is poor. Most of the routine 
is given over to the individual efforts of 


the trio, with the pianist singing 
straight, while the other two use comedy 
numbers. 


Richt off the bat they harmonize a 
pop. and comedy tune. They are Paint 
Your Home With Sunshine and Oh, How 
I Love To Own a Fish Store.

Rest 
of routine, except for finish, is taken up 
by solos. Pianist goes nicely in I’m 
Dancing With Tears in My Eyes. Heavi- 
est of the trio takes on a wop special, 
That’s What I Get for Being a Pop, and 
the third uses Schultz Is Back Again. 
He passes muster, but has a tendency 
to be too,stagy in delivery. Got a nice 
hand in finishing with When Those 
Bathtub Warblers Vocalize. 8. H. 


Past and Present 


Reviewed at Keith’s Royal, Bronz. 
Style—Dancing. Setting—In one. Time 
—Eight minutes. 


It looks as tho vaude. is getting to be, 
or is, one big family affair, considering 
the number of acts using either an al- 
leged papa or mama to entertain the 
customers. Both “parents” are brought 
on in this four-people dancing turn, pre- 
ceded and introduced by a youthful 
mixed team. Sizing up the legwork, the 
old couple wield meaner pairs of limbs 
than the youngsters. And it is they who 
mean something for applause. Got pro- 
longed returns here in opening the 
show. The combo of gray hair and 
ability is an applause stimulant. 

The boy and girl are on first, soloing 
with taps and then working together. 
They do this fair enough Right after 
it girl announces in a piping and pant- 
ing voice that dad and ma wilil do dances 
of 20 years ago. They work the rest of 
the routine except for the finish, when 
the kids step with them. The oldtimers 
first do tap solos, with the gent landing 
by a light-footed display of intricate 
routines In their duo number they 
observe precision.

A World Cruise

Dancing. Setting—In one and full stage 
(specials). Time—Twelve minutes. 

The four fems. and three males in 
this one go in for hoofing and that only. 
It’s not good enough hoofing, nor is the 
hoofing enough to push it into the 
bookers’ laps and make them buy it. 
The act looks cheap, however, and maybe 
that will save it from the can. 

Opens in “one”, with a good-looking 
blonde out in a brief and featured cos- 
tume and hoofing. Olio, painted to rep- 
resent a map, up about two feet off the 
stage and showing six pairs of legs, also 
hoofing. Blonde orders the curtain up 
entirely, and set is in “full” and repre- 
senting the deck of a ship. The lineup, 
three fems. and three males, the latter 
in naval costumes, are still hoofing when 
the curtain goes up. 

The mistake in this act is the holdout 
on the boys. Two of them come on for a 
brief tap routine, but that only after the 
act is nine minutes gone. The other 
male does nothing in solo, but at the 
finish calls out the different steps in a 
military dance. His voice breaks and 
gives an adolescent impression. He 
doesn't look it. Fems. in the act come 
on in solo for dances of various nations. 
No announcement made of the steps, 
this being left to the imagination. 

Little talent is shown by anybody in 
the act. From what could be seen of 
them, the boys are the best of the lot. 
Opened the show here, where it belongs 
if it does belong. J. S.

The two elder Warners, good showmen, 
start off the proceedings with a 
travesty On a song and dance team of 
25 years ago.

Waener then displays fine tap work, as 
does his better half. Boy solos once 
more and virtually eats up the boards 
with his hoofing. This stopped the 
works. Little cherub encored with 
Mamma’s Getting Younger, and the 
house went into another bedlam for 
three minutes. But the Warners refused 
to come out. C. A. &. 


Three Jolly Tars 


Reviewed at the Grand Opera House. 
Style—-Singing, dancing and comedy. 
Setting—In one. Time—Eight minutes. 

This trio is in no way related, so far 
as work is concerned, to the Four Jolly 
Tars caught at this house almost a year 
ago. The latter was strictly musical and 
contained three males and a girl. This 
turn is a half-way imitation of the Three 
Sailors and contains singing and danc- 
ing. 

The trio is dressed as gobs and enters 
singing, one playing a banjo. They 
split, two going into a tap routine, while 
the banjoist still warbles. He continues 
with a solo of Have a Little Faith in Me 
in pleasing fashion and then all go into 
the bit that has been done for so many 
years by the Three Sailors, knockabout 
clowning with the trio getting their 
arms and legs tangled.

Curtain rises on pretty girl 
seated atop piano while ivory massager 
coaxes out some strains. Girl does 
panto. atop piano, a sort of flirtation 
affair with ivory tickler. Keast then 
comes on singing Romance. Girl con- 
tinues her coquettish tricks atop the 
piano during rendition of this song. 
Keast follows this up with Wondering 
Who, with house pit and pianist ac- 
companying him. Miss Herson is still 
glued to piano top and audience begins 
to wonder if she’s chained there. 
Fogarty then does a piano solo, and 
Miss Herson, attired in a pretty flimsy 
outfit, still insists on continuing her 
roguish tricks atop piano. Crowd 
breathed a sigh of relief when Miss 
Herson leaped off the piano liq and 
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went into a neat dance, in which she 
showed some fine precision work. Keast 
then warbles Under the Tezas Moon 
with gal at his side. She does some 
more gesturing and then launches into 
another dance bit. So far no sock, with 
the customers handcuffed. Keast then 
forces a song from The Vagabond King 
on the crowd, which strongly indicated 
it was glad the affair was thus com- 
pleted. 

With his offering properly routined 
and the girl made to keep off the top 
of the piano, Keast might hold his own 
in the families.

It is not often that vaude. patrons 
get the opportunity to rest sore glim- 
mers on an act of this type. Of late it 
has only been when Albertina Rasch in- 
frequently ‘produces a ballet act, or 
when the Roxy Theater. gives its troupe 
a couple of weeks of respite because of 
the booking of a greater attraction, such 
as recently happened when Paul White- 
man and band and George Gershwin 
were engaged to back up King of Jazz. 
With such facts in mind this first effort 
of Helene Denizon as a standard bearer 
should prove a bonanza to the producer 
of the act. It must be mentioned that 
the act has worked steadily since its 
opening a few weeks ago. 

The only fault to be found in its 
entirety is the meagerness of the act's 
mounting. Not that the scenic effects 
are bad, but it deserves more elaborate 
trappings. Aside from a vaudy olio, a 
two-tone cyc. and two flower baskets, 
there is nothing more to grace the best 
flash seen in months. The costumes, 
however, cannot be improvea upon. 

Miss Denizon and Everett Lielan were 
last seen in assist to Gilda Gray a little 
more than a year ago. They were given 
a rave then, and they'll get it now. 
They do two routines together, she on 
her toes and he doing toe twinkling, of 
an interpretive sort. Miss Denizon 
comes out again for a toe solo. Work of 
equal excellence is seen nowadays oniy 
in the Roxy presentations. Jack Lenny 
delivers two corking tap routines “in 
one”, giving the six-girl line time for 
costume changes. Line works well, once 
alone and then to assist Denizon and 
Lielan in a gypsy routine.

A sparkling display of girl flesh and 
famboling (even if it does read like a 
billing) over which presides the quaint- 
ly humorous and nimble Eddie Allen, 
who would probably feel uneasy without 
his gob’s uniform. This act is one of 
the few times Loew has snatched a mor- 
sel direct from a folded musical. Allen 
is from Ripples and his choice collection 
of gambys is also stated to be a sur- 
vival of the same show. The routining 
job is not a perfect one (it has several 


easily discernible defects), but even with 
this handicap the likable lad and his 
shapely colleagues succeed in turning out 
a highly pleasing cycle of dancing, 
lightly flavored with wholesome comedy. 

Allen does the brand of drawling gab 
and hoofing with which he has been 
identified not only in Ripples but in 
Three Cheers, and far more important 
than the twain, Hit the Deck. He works 
in two very appealing m. c. bits with a 
blond miss. She's not billed, and that’s 
ashame. She has class written all over. 
She possesses grace and her trifling dis- 
play of warbling is highly satisfactory. 
She warbles Aintcha in the first session 
with Allen, and in the next joins him 
in a chorus or two of Gee, It’s Great to 
Be Alive. The line girls do a corking 
opening routine and are next seen in 
a Tiller-style display of calisthenics. 
Their third number serves as finale. They 
make two changes of tasteful costumes. 
The misses have been trained by one 
who knows his stuff. 

The act was roundly applauded here 
in the closing frame.

Jack Usher and Company 


Reviewed at Loew’s Lincoln Square. 
Style—Comedy. Setting—In two (spe- 
cial). Time—Nineteen minutes. 


This is probably the Usher of Usher 
and Engie, caught by The Billboard 
about three seasons ago in a similar 
act, but augmented at that time by 
warbling. This one is all talk—and all 
comedy. One of the punchiest talking 
acts on this time. Jack Usher is too 
old to wear knee pants without getting 
a razz, but he’s not too old to be a 
juvenile. Here is material (in Usher) 
that should not have gone by unnoticed 
what with musical producers and talkie 
scouts supposed to be hard put for good 
talent. This boy has plenty ability, and 
whoever wrote his act knows him like 
his own mother. Every line fits him 
to a T, and the pair of blond misses 
in his support also tackle their assign- 
ments as if they were born with the 
parts in their hands. 

In a hello spiel Usher explains, and 
not without laugh results, that his en- 
suing business is divided into three 
scenes anent marriage. One, what girls 
think marriage is; two, what men think, 
and, three (horror of horrors!), as it 
really is. The ingenuous blonde plays the 
wife in the three scenes. In one the 
willowy member of the fem. duo plays 
a show-girl friend, and in the other a 
matronly visitor whose going and com- 
ing adds further to the ludicrous aspect 
of the marriage situation. 

Each of the snappy scenes is climaxed 
by a blackout, and each of the black- 
outs is punchy. One can't ask more of 
an act. Yet here there is further ma- 
terial for delight in Usher’s curtain 
spieling while the make-shift sets are 
being struck. The blonde who plays 
the wife part is a corker. A less-gifted 
comedian than Usher would find it 
tough working beside her even in the 
same act. This affair is a Shubert com- 
edy fest in tabloid. Not much more 
refined, and certainly not less clever, 
than that for which they ask $5.50—and 
more.

NEW YORK, June 16.—Expedition pictures, which for a long time had been 
relegated to showings in educational institutions and neighborhood grinds, are 
coming into their own with the advent of sound and dialog and an increasing 
public and exhibitor demand for this type of production, according to a recent 


survey of the production releases. 
daily in popularity, many of them having 
been booked recently as regular road- 
show attractions on Broadway. Their 
success has prompted numerous ex- 
peditions by the industry’s producers, 
museums and educational institutions, 
both American and foreign. These pro- 
ductions have a vast influence in bring- 
ing a return of children’s attendance to 
the motion picture theater. 

The projects have brought on the 
attendant vast promotion necessary to 
undertake them, and the exploitation 
which follows them shows signs of 
steadily increasing. Exhibitors’ demands 
for the product have reached such 
proportions that producers are having 
difficulty in supplying them. There have 
even been instances of certain un- 
scrupulous individuals faking this type 
picture and pawning it off as genuine 
im order to cash in on the wave of pop- 
ularity this type of picture appears to 
be enjoying. But fortunately there are 
few fakes on the market, most of them 
being stamped with authenticity. 

A large number of these treks into 
strange and unexplored lands have re- 
sulted in some excellent programers, as 
evidenced by the demand of exhibitors 
for the product 

Even the foreign producers have been 
influenced by the demand of the public 
end exhibitor for the travel pictures. 
Both Ufa and Amkino, German and 
Russian producing concerns which have 
a@ wide distribution in the United States, 
have several scheduled for release this 
season. 

The success of the old Burton Holmes 
travelogs and Educational and Pathe 
ecenics may have something to do with 
the decision of producers to make more 
of that type of picture. Both Pathe and 
Educational now have a number of short 
subjects available on the program of this 
type

Book ‘Ingagi’ 


Producer claims 600 dates 
for Hays-banned film — 
rumor places opposition 


HOLLYWOOD, June 14.—Despite the 
agreement among motion picture exhibi- 
tors—all members of the Hays organiza- 
tion—not to show the motion picture 
Ingagi because of complaints from vari- 
ous organizations, Nat H. Spitzer, presi- 
dent of Congo Pictures, Ltd., which pro- 
duced it, announced today that more 
than 600 independent exhibitors thruout 
the country had arranged bookings. 

Fred Beetson, of the Hays organization, 
stated he believes the Los Angeles Better 
Business Bureau, as well as the national 
bureau and scientific organizations, ob- 
jected to the picture, and the exhibitor 
members in some manner reached an 
agreement not to show it. 

Spitzer declares he has not been noti- 
fied by the Hays group that his picture 
has been banned. It is further asserted 
by Spitzer that 85 per cent of the scenes 
in the film are authentic and that the 
remaining or “connecting scenes” were 
shot here. He admitted that the gorilla 
in the picture was Charles Gemoro, pror 
fessional “ape-man” of the films, and 
that local residents of the black belt 
appeared in many of the scenes taken 
and inserted among authentic scenes 
with the ordinary license that is taken in 
producing an entertaining film. Spitzer 
asserts that his compay never made any 
pretense the picture is all authentic. 

Hollywood boulevard, the street of wild 
rumors, had the opposition to the pic- 
ture originating in the ranks of the 
producers and that M-G-M’s forthcom- 
ing production, Trader Horn, which was 
shot in Africa, might lose much thru the 
gaining popularity of the independent 
picture.

The 
organization will also be in position to 
handle circuit bookings as well as in- 
pendent bookings. Heretofore indie pro- 
ducers have either been forced to road 
show or state rights their product to get 
it before the public.

The paper ran a contest in the classified 
section of the newspaper A cut was 
run showing two persons at a stock tick- 
er with gobs of money below them. The 
money had figures and the purpose of 
the contest was to count accurately just 
how much money was there. 


Manager Rodney Toups, resident man- 
ager of Loew's State Theater, staged an 
effective bit of publicity, which attract- 
ed the attention of the daily press for 
several columns of writeups and a fea- 
ture story of one page with plenty of art 
in one of the Sunday editions, by invit- 
ing each youngster who owned a dog 
no distinction as to breed, sex, color or 
disposition being made—the only re- 
quirement that he, the pup, be accom- 
panied by his master to the stage door 
of the State Theater Saturday morning 
and free tickets would be distributed to 
witness the current film, Hot Dog. Boys 
and dogs of all descriptions answered 
the call, also a squad of husky coppers 
with night sticks to keep order. Out- 
side of several rough-and-tumble fights 
between the canine sheiks of the aristo- 
cratic uptown neighborhoods and tough 
mugs from the Irish Channel, the affair 
was a howling success—and Manager 
Toups received a million dollars’ worth 
of publicity. 
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Murder on the Roof 
(COLUMBIA) 


J. J. Musselman, manager of the 
Alamo Theater, used a number of inter- 
esting tieups in connection with the 
Liberty magazine thriller, Murder on the 
Roof. He had a tabloid newspaper 
printed in co-operation with magazine 
officials and Liberty magazine boys dis- 
tributed a copy with each magazine sold 
during the week. As a reward to the 
boys he held a special screening on Sat- 
urday morning in which they attended 
in a body. Their pictures were taken as 
they marched to the theater headed by 
a calliope and these movie newsreels 
were shown during the week. He also 
had a banner 20 by 40 feet tied from the 
top of a building to his theater with a 
potlight playing on it at night. He ran 
a puzzle contest offering tickets to win- 
ners who figured out names of different 
actresses. He dressed his lobby with 
riginal paintings used for illustrations 
in the magazine. He had window tieups 
of various sorts showing Dorothy Revier 
and David Newell. In fact, his exploi- 
tation was the most elaborate attempted 
in Louisville for some time. 


Aladdin Theater, Denver 


The Aladdin an uptown Denver house, 
managed by Harry Huffman, has recent- 
ly reached a most distinct position due 
to the fact that the house operates on 
both Fox and Warner Brothers’ fran- 
ehises' The Fox Film Exchange, Denver, 
has for the past two years won the Fox 
Week and Grainger trophies, and is at 
this time in the lead for the James 
Grainger Week in June. And the War 
ner Brothers’ Film Exchange, Denver, 
has won first place and trophy for the 
Sam Morris Month in May. an indica- 
tion that exploitation in this territory, 
first-run prestige. and the assistance of 
the Aladdin Theater press staff, places 
the house In a unique position. This is 

iid to be the only situation in the 
United States where a house, run on 
hoth Warner and Fox franchises, has 
chieved such distinction. Film sales- 
men thruout the Denver zone find that 
exhibitors and the public are demand- 
ine pictures exploited by the Aladdin, 
ll of which speaks well for the ex- 
ploitation handled here. 


The Cuckoos 
(RADIO-KEITH-ORPHEUM) 


A “euckoo” automobile of ancient vin- 
tage was the principal feature in the ex- 
ploitation of The Cuckoos, by Mark Ben- 
nett, of the Tabor Theater, Denver. A 
touring car with the rear wheels set very 
close to the front ones—making it pos- 
sible to make the tonneau hit the pave- 
ment when the passenger in the rear 
seat would shift slichtly—the front 
wheels doing a bucking broncho stunt 
By means of separate brakes for each 
wheel it was possible to make the car 
“turn around on a dime”. The car at- 
tracted lots of attention in traffic and 
Manager Bennett was called to the city 
hall several times, as the car had no 
lieense or lights. But the best pub- 
licity came when this car led the pa- 
rade that preceded the auto races at 
Overland Park on Memorial Day. The 
car was given a pit and entertained the 
patrons before and between the races. 
Fully 20,000 were present Appropriate 
wording on the car called attention to 
The Cuckoos. Driver and passenger were 
dressed to resemble Wheeler and Wool- 
ey, Cookoo stars. 


The Rogue Song 
(METRO-GOLDWYN-MAYER) 

Using it as part of his exploitation 
campaign on The Rogue Song, Willard 
Osborne, manager of the Regent, Spring- 
field, O., recently sent out 5,000 copies 
of a circular letter which he had drawn 
up. There was only one mention of the 
theater playing the picture, and that 
only for the purpose of requesting per- 
sonal opinions from music lovers in 
Springfield Since Osborne was formerly 
a concert violinist in Springfield as well 
as a music teacher, his letter naturally 
carried some weight with the music pub- 
lic. The entire letter commended the 
work of Lawrence Tibbett in The Rogue 
Song, and was modeled along the lines 
of suggestive advertising by direct mail, 
and somewhat in the nature of personal 
correspondence to a friend.

“The Lady of Seandal”’ 


(METRO-GOLDWYN-MAYER) 
At the Capitol Theater 


Based on Frederick Lonsdale’s dramatic 
success, The High Road, produced on 
Broadway last season, this turns out to 
be a diverting little comedy—smart in 
its atmosphere, story construction and 
character drawing, tho it is doubtful if 
it will have a \.st appeal for the average 
moviegoer. If it is a draw, the Ruth 
Chatterton name in the leading role, 
supported by two such excellent actors 
as Basil Rathbone and Ralph Forbes, can 
be attributed to its success. 


The story is typically Lonsdale—purely 
the drawing room type, with just a bit 
of the theater in its surroundings to take 
it from the ordinary run of the usual 
sophisticated smart comedy. Its un- 
happy ending, tho it is totally devoid of 
any severe tragedy, will hardly be ac- 
ceptable to the usual run of movie fans, 
judging by the disappointed sighs heard 
from the feminine contingent in the 
audience at the first show in New York. 
The finish is both unsuspected and sud- 
den and ends as Lonsdale ended his play. 


Into the atmosphere cf the English 


drawing room are brought = several 
odd characters, all of them of the 
Mayfair types, with a few titled per- 
sonages thrown in. John. played by 


Ralph Forbes, the son of Lord Crayle, 
has become 2namored of a leading actress 
in an English musical show. When the 
family is advised of their engagement 
they become incensed and make an ef- 
fort to buy the lady off. But the actress 
believes she really loves the boy and 
instead goes to meet his family, only to 
meet with insulting snubs. Soon the 
girl’s father appears upon the scene. 
He is loud, vulgar and in direct contrast 
to the other characters of the play. A 
nice bit of satire is offered when the 
father begs the lord not to permit his 
son to marry his daughter, that she 
would be marrying beneath herself and 
ruin her career. In crder to break up 
the infatuation the girl is asked to visit 
at the lord’s home, only to disrupt the 
entire househoid and win them over to 
her side However, thev had not an- 
ticipated that her love might wane and 
soon she has fallen for Duke Edward, 
played by Basil Rathbone, a nephew of 
Lord Crayle. The duke, however, has 
been carrying on an affair with a mar- 
ried woman. and just when he tells the 
girl he loves her and‘she has sent the 
lord's son away, the duke gets word that 
the husband of the married woman has 
just died and he is free to marry her. 
The girl forces him to be true to her 
and returns to her life on the stage, 
where we find her doing an ensemble 
mumber with the boys for the finish, 
just as she was when the picture started. 


Ruth Chatterton displays her ver- 
satility in this production. Stepping 
from the severely dramatic roles of 


Sarah and Son, The Laughing Lady and 
Madame X she plays this delightful com- 
edy with the same finesse that was hers 
in the severely dramatic roles. In addi- 
tion she sings and dances and quite 
well, too. Basil Rathbone appears to 
better advantage than he has on the 
talking screen, while Ralph Forbes is 
excellently cast as John. Excellent char- 
acterizations in minor roles are offered 
by Nance O'Neil, Frederick Kerr, Herbert 
Bunston and Robert Bolder. Sidney 
Franklin has done a neat piece of di- 
recting. 

EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
Boost Chatterton in a new type of 
role. If you think it wise you might 
make it known that Ralph Forbes, 
her husband, plays opposite her for 
the first time in this production. 
You also have Basi! Rathbone, who 
was costarred on Broadway in 
“The Command To Love”, and 
Nance O'Neil, another Broadway 
favcrite, in this production. Let 


your audience know that this is a 
new type of role for Chatterton. 
There is little that you can do in 
the way of ballyhoo for this pro- 
duction, as it is dignified, so it is 
best to xeep your exploitation along 
such 


lines.

Breezing along in his usual carefree 
manner, Jack Oakie clicks in his latest 
laugh-packed vehicle, The Social Lion, 
adapted from Octavus Roy Cohen's story, 
Marco Himself, by Joseph L. Mankiewicz, 
Oakie awakened a load of unsuspecting 
laughs in the audience of the Paramount 
st this first show, and left the patrons 
Satisfied with an entertaining one hour 
of typical wisecracking. 

A Edward Sutherland has done a good 
job with the direction, and Allen Siegler 
has done well as cameraman. Mary 
Prian plays the teading feminine role op- 
posite Oakie, giving a wistful and lik- 
able performance. “Skeets” Gallagher 
enacts the role of the pessimistic prize- 
fight manager with ease, and Olive Bor- 
den puts in 4 1ittle menace as the schem- 
ing siren of the piece. It is a different 
Miss Borden this time, and one we hope 
to see more of. Others who add char- 
acter and valuable support include 
Charles Sellon, Cyril Ring, E, H. Calvert, 
James Gibson, Henry Roquemore, Wil- 
Jiam Bechtel, Richard Cummings and 
Jack Byron. 

The Octavus Roy Cchenisms have been 
cleverly incornorated into the story, and 

akie makes an excellent player for 
the sappy, but likable title role. Oakie 
is first seen as one of these world-beat- 
ing pugilists, adored by his local small 
townsizen, but whose swell head always 
keeps him from reaching the peak of his 
profession. It took tne society folks of 
this town to show him up, in a spirit of 
joshing, but the youth took it seriously 
and turned around to make good in the 
sight of all. Elevated to the heights of 
a social lion, purely thru his miraculous 
ability to play polo, Marco (Oakie) falis 
heavily for one of the society girls. His 
downfall and disillusionment only serve 
to make rise to still greater heights in 
his own chosen field, and to win the girl 
who has stuck with him thru thick 
and thin It is a picture which no 
one can help but enjoy, and will appeal 
to both young and old 

One of the gags deserves particular 
mention. One of the weaknesses of the 
hero in his habit of letting his shoe- 
string get untied. This habit constantly 
causes him much embarrassment and 
nearly annihilated his chances of becom. 
ing world’s champion in his class. But 
Marcc sclves the protiem in the final 
scene, for we see that he has substituted 
zippers for the entangling laces 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
The sport angle of this picture is 
worth plugging in your exploita- 
tion by making tieups with local 
sporting goods stores to give you 
window displays on boxing and 
polo paraphernalia, for both of 
which there should be plenty of 
action stills available. Play up the 
snappy character of the hero, for 
Oakie is gradually becoming iden- 
tified with that type of character. 
Your local libraries and book- 
stores should be notified of the 
tieun between this picture and the 
Octaviis Roy Cohen books, espe- 
cially “Marco Himself”, and they 
should be only too glad to co- 
operate. You can solicit the 
grownups and kiddies as well, for 
they will both enjoy the refreshing 
wholesomeness of the story. Fol- 
low these with special advertising 
and publicity campaigns. It is

“The Big Fight” 
(SONO ART-WORLD WIDE) 
At New York Athletic Club 


Based on the play of same name as 
produced by David Belasco, and written 
by Max Marcin and Milton Herbert 
Gropper, this turns out to be a far better 
talking picture than it was a play on the 
legitimate stage. A fast action has been 
sustained, the dialog has been cut to the 
meat, a few changes made in the story 
have added to its value, and a cast pre- 
sented that is far superior to the one 
that appeared on the staze. 

It will be remembered that The Big 
Fight brouznt Jack Dempsey and Estelle 
Taylor to the speaking stage. Neither 
one had had any stage experience, and 
the attraction turned out to be one of 


the freak variety that expected to find 


its draw in the Dempsey name. How- 
ever, after a few weeks, it folded up. 
The story is purely melodrama, melo- 


drama of the prize ring, crooked man- 
agers and gangsters. But it is the type 
of story that the average movie audience 
will literally eat up. It is a cracking 
good program picture, and thru _ its 
speedy direction will hold the interest. 

The picture is the directorial work of 
Walter Lang, supervised by James Cruze. 
It follows the original play quite close- 
ly, except in a few minor details. The 
opening scene is in a barber shop, where 
Shirley, the manicurist, has other 
troubles than eking out a living by 
putting a polish on the nails of the sup- 
posedly polished gentlemen. Shirley has 
just had a break with her sweetie, the 
heavy-weight champion, due to some un- 
derhand work of his manager, who has 
made the fighter believe the girl is not 
all that she should be. In addition, Shir- 
ley’s kid brother has become mixed up 
with a bad gang. To save him she again 
becomes friendly with the fighter in or- 
der to win his confidence so that she 
may be able to dope his drinking water 
on the night of the big fight and allow 
the gang to win by betting heavily on the 
challenger. This is the only way she can 
save her orother. But Shirley is loyal to 
the fighter and pretends to use the dope. 
After a few minutes’ suspense in which 
we are led to believe the champion has 
been kayoed. we find it is the challenger 
who has hit the mat for the count. The 
leader of the gang is shot by the police 
and it all ends a; it should. 

Lola Lane, who has been seen in several 
Fox musical productions, has the role 
that was played om the stage by Estelle 
Taylor. Miss Lane gives an excellent ac- 
count of herself as a dramatic actress 
and proves a perfect selection for this 
role. “Big Boy” Guinn Williams, who 
appeared with Fannie Brice in My Man, 
has the Jack Dempsey role and lends 
virility to it, something that Jack Demp- 
sey could not do on account of a high- 
pitched speaking voice. Ralph Ince and 
Wheeler Oakman have the heavy roles. 
Ince once again proves his worth as a 
screen actor and director who can give 
worth-while characterization on the talk- 
ing screen. James Eagle has the role of 
the younger brother, and rounds out a 
nicely balanced cast. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
Yon can get plenty of ballyhoo to 
this one. You might stage an 
amateur bout on the stage of your 
theater. Yon can dress some 
pugilistic chap as a prize fighter 
and parade him around the city. 
You might mail out tickets to the 
sporting club in your town, invit- 
ing it to attend. You can have 
the tickets printed as if for a prize 
fight, stating on them that this 
ticket and the admission price will 
admit them to see “The Big Fight”. 
Play up the physical proportions of 
the fighters in your ad, just as if 
it were a real ring battle.

“What a Man” 


(SONO ART-WORLD WIDE) 
At Foz’s Brooklyn 


While What a Man is not entirely up 
to the mark as far as its story, direction 
and cast are concerned, it nevertheless 
is a type of film in which most audi- 
ences will find much interest and 
plenty to laugh at. However, the more 
serious-minded and _ critical filmgoer 
will probably consider the story and 
laugh situations inane. But if the 
majority like it, what’s the difference? 
And they evidently will. 

The story is one that is not logical 
and somewhat of “an only in the movies 
can it happen” theme. Yet in many 
instances it has thoroly amusing com- 
edy situations, played up effectively by 
a few in the cast led by Reginald 
Denny, the star. The direction is in- 
clined to spottiness, being smooth and 
coherent for the most part, but there 
is one sequence, however, which de- 
tracts from all the capable work done 
by the director, George J. Crone. The 
featured performers are On very un- 
friendly terms right along, and suddenly 
one shot shows them at very intimate 
terms and calling each other by first 
names. Story is an adaptation of E. J. 
Rath’s novel, The Dark Chapter. 

As the star of the film Reginald 


Denny turns out one of the best per- 
formances of his flicker career. His 
portrayal shows a keen sense of farce- 
comedy knowledge, and his speaking 
voice is a charming English one. Other 
nice characterizations are turned out by 
Hervey Clark, in a father role; Lucille 
Ward, as the mother; Anita Louise, as 
a child, and Charles Coleman, as a 
butler. Miss Louise is responsible for 
many of the laughs. Miriam Seegar is 
only fair in her heroine role, and Carlyle 
Moore, Norma Drew, Christine Yves and 
Greta Granstedt do okeh in their minor 


parts. 

Story has Denny as a_ gentleman 
among a rum-running gang. He hears 
of a wealthy old lady whose hobby is

The old lady hires him 
as the family chauffeur, and it isn’t 
long before he gets to be a big favorite 
with the entire household all because of 
his good looks and charming manners. 
Even the daughter of the wealthy lady 
falls madly in love with him, with pa 
and ma agreeing to their marriage. It 
is revealed at that time that he was a 
captain in the Coldstream Guards, who 
has found it hard to get employment 
after his resignation from the military 
life. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
The title of this film holds much 
fruit for exploitation. One idea 
that might be used would be to 
hire some fellow of unusual stature 
to parade around the streets, bear- 
ing a huge sign, “What a Man", 
with a small mention below as to 
where the film is playing. If you 
can’t find a giant-sized person, 
then the next best thing to do is 
employ a stilt walker. Another 
stunt that can be used in connec- 
tion with the title would be to tie 
up with the local paper for the 
conducting of a contest to find the 
town’s most perfect man. Small 
prizes can be offered as induce- 


ments.

“Beau Bandit” 


(RADIO) 
At the Globe 


Tho Beau Bandit is an outdoor talkie 
and one dealing with the wide open 
spaces and its usual fast horse-riding 
heroes and villains, it is a keen disap- 
pointment to anyone anticipating con- 
siderable action. There is little of it. 
Not that the fault rests with the cast 
or direction, but the story has no call 
for it. The film will just about ass 
muster with audiences in the neighbor- 
hood houses. Some will find it boring. 

The story is by Wallace Smith, and 
is unsuited for the screen. It seems to 
have the necessary foundation, but the 
material used to bu'ld it up is weak. A 
great fault is that too much attention 
is given to one character, with this per- 
son in fron* of the eye thruout the en- 
tire length of the picture. Thus noth- 
ing but monotony results from it, espe- 
cially so when there 1s little to make the 
role outstanding. Lambert Hillyer has 
given the film good enough direction, 
and the photography and recording is 
well done. 

Rod La Rocque, heading the cast, has 
the leading role in which he is a some- 
what heroic Mexican bandit. He plays 
and looks his part all right, tho the 
accent he adopts is often hard to dis- 
tinguish as to whether it is Jewish or 
Mexican. Then there is Doris Kenyon 
in the leading femme role. She has lit- 
tle to do, but does it okay. Mitchell 
Lewis, as La Rocque’s bodyguard, gives 
a capable characterization. Jim Don- 
lon, Charles B. Middleton and George 
Duryea make thew minor roles good 
ones. Others are Walter Long, Charles 
Brinley, Barney Furey and Bill Patton 

Story, as was said before, has La 
Rocque as a heroic Mexican bandit. He 
has succeeded in getting himself quite 
a reputation as a killer. A tricky wealthy 
townsman propositions him to kill off a 
youngster so that he may have a free 
toad co win a much desired lass. You 
are led to believe that La Rocque takes 
him up for the sum of $5,000 and kills 
off the young man. The wealthy fellow 
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tries to frame La Rocque so as not te 
ive him the money, as well as gain the 
reward for his capture dead or alive. 
La Rocque leads double-crosser and the 
posse on merry chases, winning out in 
the end. He gets the money for the 
supposed killing, shows the wealthy guy 
that he didn’t kill the fellow after all, 
and makes him, as he is a justice of the 
peace, marry the couple. As a wedding 
present, La Rocque gives them the 
money. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
It would be best to play up the 
title and wide open spaces setting 
extensively in sign cards and trail- 
ers. For the trailers there are 
many good shots of chases in the 
film to make lookers-on interested. 
Your lobby could be decorated 
with fitting Western and Mexican 
effects. If you are interested in 
outdoor ballyhooing, you could 
use the old stunt of employing 
some fellow to ride around on a 
horse plugging the film. Rig him 
out in cowboy attire.

“Rich People” 


(PATHE) 
At the Franklin 


Here’s a talkie using a story that is 
light, simple and oftentimes silly, with 
treatment that is practically the same. 
Yet, tho its faults may be many, it suc- 
ceeds in dishing out much to be laughed 
at, as well as sustaining a fair amount 
of interest. The laughs seem forced, as 

was evidently intended to be a 
serious romance film. However, it pans 
out as nothing but a farce comedy. 
Most audiences in neighborhood houses 
will stand for it solely due to the laughs 
it provides. 


The story was adapted by A. A. Kline 
from the original of Jay Delzer, and it 
is one that is far-fetched, as well as fre- 
quently ridiculous. It uses a fairy-tale 
heme of an immensely wealthy girl 
persistently chasing and finally captur- 
ing the love of a pocr tho honorable 
and brainy lad. Edward H. Griffith di- 
rected. The direction is inclined to un- 
certainty. Towards the finish of the 
picture the impression is that the ac- 
tion was hurried up to get it all over 
with. Recording and photography is 
ckey, but the settings might have been 
more effective. 


Constance Bennett heads the cast, and 
she does a right smart job of the poor 
role and unwieldly material with which 
she has been given. She is good to 
look at and has a speaking voice that is 
thoroly pleasing. Regis Toomey, playing 
opposite her, fits his role as the poor 
small-town boy rather cagey towards the 
ladies. Mahion Hamilton and Robert 
Ames do nicely in their smaller roles. 
Also in it are Ilka Chase, John Loder and 
Polly Ann Young. 

Miss Bennett is the daughter of a véry 
wealthy financier, whose money has 
seemed to be the cause of a rift in his 
marital happiness. A divorce suit is 
later instituted in Paris. Because of 
this the daughter looks at marriage in 
an unusual light. She is engaged to a 
vealthy lad and is all set to marry, even 
tho she hasn't the slightest bit of love 
for him. However, she meets a young 
struggling lad on a small country road 
when her car breaks down. It is a case 
of love at first sicht, tho the boy tells 
her that her money is an obstacle to 
their marriage. This doesn't phase her 
tho, and she keeps working on him un- 
til she finally gets him to consent to 
marry her. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
When “Rich People” played out of 
town some hustling exploiteers 
got the local banks to advertise it. 
The tieup was window displays in 
the bank plugging the title of the 
film, with accompanying wording 
of “Open a savings account and 
join the ranks of rich people.” 
Theaters also loaned the banks 
some stills to make the display 
more attractive. The story of this 
f'lm was run in “Good Housekeep- 
ing” magazine, and perhaps an ar- 
rangement can be made with them 
to distribute copies of the magazine 
with the story in it.

“They Learned About 


Women” 
(METRO-GOLDWYN-MAYER) 
At Loew's 83d Street) 


There is a_ striking parallel, which 
may have been more than mere coin- 
cidence, between this screen story, They 
Learned About Women, and an actual 
situation in real life on the vaudeville 
Stage. The story by A. P. Younger, for 
which “Bugs” Baer has done some very 
funny dialog, relates some humorous 
and oft-times pathetic incidents in the 
lives of a pair of professional baseball 
players who tour the vaudeville circuits 
during the winter months when they 
are not in the game. Gus Van and 
Joe Schenck, vaudevillians on the stage 
and screen, play roles which are strik- 
ingly analogous to the lives of Waite 
Hoyt and Mickey Cochrane, respectively 
a pitcher and catcher in the major 
leagues, who tour vaudeville in the off 
season. 

Van and Schenck are wel] known on 
the vaudeville stage as a pair of song- 
plugging aces and it is only natural 
there should be plenty of singing in 
this picture. Milton Ager and Jack 
Yellen are credited with having done 
the words and music tn the production, 
and Sammy Lee, a well-known dance 
director, has staged some _ stepping 
sequences, Generally good photography 
thruout has been turned out by Leonard 
Smith. 

There are a number of 
screen favorites in the well-balanced 
cast. Bessie Love plays the romantic 
feminine lead opposite Van and 
Schenck. both of whom fall in love with 
her at different times during the pic- 
ture. Others who contribute interesting 
performances include Mary Doran, J. C. 
Nugent, Benny Rubin. Tom Dugan, Ed- 
die Gribbon and Francis X. Bushman, 
Jr. The picture combines a number of 
well-blended stock shots of scenes at 
major league baseball games and at the 
spring training quarters of the ball 
teams. Tho a bit far-fetched at times, 
it manages to be wholesomely entertain- 
ing up to the finish. 

The song-plugging baseball players 
are first shown on the train traveling 
to the spring training camp down 
South. One of them its engaged to a 
girl named Mary, who seems to be the 
sweetheart of the entire team, but he 
becomes enmeshed with a treacherous 
blond vaudeville artiste, who inveigles 
him to break with his pal of 15 years, 
leave the game and blight the romance 
with the girl, accomplishing all this 
thru a gold-digging subterfuge. When 
things look darkest the story takes an 
abrupt turn, bringing about a happy 
ending with all differences patched up, 
the team victorious in the World's Series 
and the happy couple reunited. The 
picture has many light moments of 
laughter interspersed with a few sobs in 
spots. Its a good programer in the 
neighborhoods and should appeal to 
many vaudeville and sports fans. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
Baseball! and music are the biggest 
items to exploit in this film. Make 
a tieup with your local baseball 
outfit and sporting goods stores in 
your locality, to identify their work 
with the showing of the picture 
thru banners, window displays and. 
contests. Music stores have count- 
less records of Van and Schenck, 
as well as all of the numbers in 
the picture, and worth-while tie- 
ups should be made with them to 
link their merchandise with the 
showing of the picture. Plug the 
cast, stressing the work of Van 
and Schenck, as well as the others. 
Solicit the kiddies, for they will 
enjoy the story and atmosphere of 
the picture as much as the grown-

“Numbered Men” 


(FIRST NATIONAL-VITAPHONE) 
At the Winter Garden 

This is a picture of prison life and 
prison reform, with a cast including 
Conrad Nagel, Bernice Claire, Raymond 
Hackett, Tully Marshall, Ralph Ince, 
William Holden, Ivan Linow and George 
Cooper. Even with such _ excellent 
names in the cast the handicap of a 
mediocre story and bad direction can- 


not be overcome—in fact, several of 
these favorite players seem more like 


amateurs than the finished artists 
they are. 

Numbered Men is adapted from 
Dwight Taylor's play, Jail Break. Its 
situations are so far-fetched and be- 
come such utterly improbable melo- 
drama that what was supposed to be 


highly exciting takes on the semblance 
of travesty or burlesque. Imagine a 
bunch of convicts, all of them except 
one seeming to have hearts of gold, 
placed on an honor system, where they 
are practically their own censors, sent 
out without guards as a road gang, and 
returning home stopping each day at a 
farmhouse, where a kindly old woman 
prepares doughnuts for them. Imagine 
this same aggregation given arms and 
sent out to capture the bad man, who 
has escaped and who has murdered one 
of the prisoners who tried to make a 
getaway with him. Those are the chief 
situations in this highly impossible 
yarn. In addition there is a love story. 
One of the prisoners has been framed 
and this chap’s sweetheart takes up her 
residence at the farmhouse so she can 
be near her convict-boy friend. Of 
course, he is cleared at the finish and 
everything is left clear in their road to 
happiness. 

Conrad Nagel, star of Many success- 
ful film productions, has the role of 
the head trusty, who, in order to save 
the chap who has been framed, has to 


admit to a counterfeiting charge in 
addition to his other crimes and is sen- 
tenced to 10 years more than his 
original term. Raymond Hackett, the 


lad who gave such an excellent portrayal 
of the son in Madame X, has the role of 
the framed lad. These two fellows stand 
high on their past performances, but 
their portrayals in this one, due to no 
fault of their own, will not win them 
any new laurels. Bernice Claire does 
the best she can with a role that is 
written in all the old 10, 20 and 30 
style. George Cooper lends a little com- 
edy relief, while one rather sympathizes 
with Tully Marshall, excellent character 
actor that he is, in an imane charac- 
terization. Ralph Ince is the menace. 

The story is bad. and Mervyn LeRoy’s 
direction has not aided it. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
The chief idea in this one would 
be to get your reform organizations 
behind the picture. Get them to 
see the picture at a preview, if 
possible, and if you have any 
leaders who are really interested 
in the welfare of prisoners, get 
them to either speak concerning it 
from your stage, or have them 
write an article for your local 
paper. Such questions as’ “Can a 
crooked person be saved from 
further errors against the law by 
kindness while paying his penalty 
to society for his crime?”, or “Are 
you in favor of an honor system in 
our penal institutions?” See “Num- 
bered Men” and you will perhaps 
reach a decision.

“Hungarian Nights” 
(AMERICAN GENERAL) 
At the 55th Street Playhouse 


So many foreign silent films are 
such dul] entertainment and atrociously 
prepared productions that it is a keen 
delight to see one possessing the many 
good qualities as has Hungarian Nights. 
It is by no means an exceptional film, 
for the story means little, but it is the 
photography, settings and cast that 
make the picture worthy of commenda- 
tion. 

It is a production of the Aafa Films 
of Berlin. The screen titles are shown 
in English and German, thus making it 
a go for German audiences. Story by 
Guido Kreutzer just gets by as satis- 
factory entertainment, altho in parts it 
is slipshod and jumpy. The photogra- 
phy is outstanding, as it is as clear as a 
whistle, and the bulk of the shots 
show careful and_ skillful shooting. 
Victor Janson directed, turning out a 
spotty job. It is superb at times and 
just as bad in other instances. 

The film employs quite a good cast, 
spoiled by only a few instances of some 
of the members becoming too theatrical. 
Lil Dagover and Hans Stuewe give 
beautiful portrayals of the featured 
roles, and Veit Harlan shows up best in 
the minor assignments. Others are 


Wilhelm Diegelman, Daisy D’Ora, Harry 
Hardt, Alexander Murski, Margot Zirow 
and Paul Henckels. 

Story centers mostly around the mili- 
tary forces of Hungary. There are two 
officers, close friends, with one of them 
in love with his buddy’s cousin. The 
other fellow holds sacred the memory of 
a former love. A new colonel is assigned 
to their outfit, and he is a fellow who 
goes big for wine, women and gambling. 
His wife is the girl who was the sweet- 
heart of the young officer. Their meet- 
ing again renews the love affair of 
old, and the many trips of the colonel 
allows them to indulge in romance. 

Their secret meetings and love ren- 
dezvous are noted silently by many, 
especially so by the male servant of the 
colonel. He approaches the lady with 
a proposition that he desires her love 
for his silence. The young Officer hears 
of his intentions from the girl and 
gets into a quarrel] with him. The 
servant is shot and killed by him dur- 
ing the row. Court-martial acquits the 
officer on the strength of favorable tes- 
timony of the witnesses. He resigns 
signs from the army to go to his uncle’s 
farm. Soon after he learns that the 
girl has obtained her freedom from the 
colonel, and he goes to meet her for 
a hug-and-kiss fadeout. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
It would be a good idea to exploit 
this as a silent film extensively, as 
there are many filmgoers who en- 
joy the silent productions and those 
who would consider it a novelty 
to see one instead of the spoken 
screen affairs. If you are in foreign 
neighborhoods, where much of the 
trade is Hungarian and German, it 
would be best to play the picture 
up big to them.

“Pori”’ 


(UFA) 
At the Film Guild Cinema 

Expedition pictures have neariy always 
proved popular, and Pori; the story of an 
African expedition made recently by A. 
Paul C. von Gontard and filmed by Ufa, 
proves no exception to that rule. The 
production has various points which are 
distinct from the usual run of trav- 
elogs, mainly because of a plot adherence 


in the narrative, the introduction of 
children characters in the jungle se- 
quences, and the foreign manufacture 


of the film. The direction is credited to 
Baron A. von Dungern, who for the most 
part has secured some excellent action 
photography of wild animal life in the 
African jungle, and has woven a conven- 
tional little story between these nature 
shots. 

Pori is the name given to a luxuriant 
tropical area, wherein some of the most 
varied wild animal life in Africa is to be 
found and where two rival tribes, the 
Massai and the Wambulus, live and eke 
out their primitive existence. Into the 
midst of this area, infested with 
ferocious beasts of the jungle and with 
warring tribes, a small family of white 
pioneers, consisting of a young couple 
and their two infant sons. arrive to 
make their temporary home. The white 
settlers become friendly with the Massat 
tribe, thru two incidents during their 
stay, in which the children are rescued 
by the warricrs, and at another time 
later when Paul kills a lion, despoiler of 
their cattle. Paul is captured by the 
rival tribesmen and is later spectacularly 
rescued in a pitched battle between the 
two tribes 

For the most part the story element 
to the production is submerged to give 
greater footage to the excellent nature 
shots of the wild animals In their 
native habitat we see such birds as the 
balearians and flamingoes, the pelicans, 
ostriches, vultures, secretary birds and 
marabous. We are allowed to approach 
the water hole, neutral territory to all 
beasts, where no fighting is ever done 
in the common cause of thirst quench- 


ing. We catch glimpses of the ibex, 
zebras, gnus, antelopes, gazelles and 
giraffes. The larger beasts are also 


caucht unawares by the hidden camera- 
man, including the elephants, hippos. 
and a rhinoceros family. Hordes of but- 
terflies swarm all over the location, and 
we slyly watch the slinking movements 
of the lions. leopards, hyenas and

We are shown the start of the long 
link between these two islands, how the 
land end of the giant cable is anchored 
and then fed out to sea, where a cable 
ship carries it out to a distance of sev- 
eral hundred miles From that point 
the land end is cut and a splice made 
with the deep sea cable. This type of 
cable is said to be the fastest submarine 
telegraph cable ever made, taking mes- 
sages at a greater rate of speed than any 
previcus manufacture During this 
long voyage to the Azores we experience 
a heavy storm, whose fury nearly ruins 
our carefully engineered work of laying 
the cable. We finally arrive at Horta, 
where another splice must be made to a 
heavy land-end cable and the anchorage 
made also. Final scenes show rapid 
transmission in progress. The engineer- 
ing subject matter sounds dry and un- 
interesting, but we can recommend it as 
a genuine item of interest for any ex- 
hibitor’s program.

Radio is benefit to indus- 
try, leaders say — John 
Harden new president 


NEW YORK, June 14—John Harden, 
of Springfield, Mass., was elected presi-. 
dent of the National Association of 
Sheet Music Dealers at the organization's 
28th annual convention held at the Ho- 
tel New Yorker this week. Robert A. 
Schmitt. of Minneapolis, was elected 
vice-president, and Thomas J. Donlan, 
New York, secretary. The convention 
Was broucht to a close Thursday night 


with a banquet at the New Yorker. An 
address by Dr. Walter Damrosch and 
entertainment by Mme. Ernestine 


Schumann-Heink, Richard Crooks, Frank 
Crummit and Sarah Schuchart was 
broadcast from the banquet room. 

More than 500 delegates from this 
country, Canada, Cuba, Hawaii and 
South Africa attended the organization's 
four-day session. Other branches of the 
music industry convened with the Na- 
tional Association of Sheet Music Dealers 
at the New Yorker. They were the Na- 
tional Piano Manufacturers’ Association. 
Musical Supply Association of America, 
Music Publishers’ Association of the 
United States, National Musical Mer- 
chandise Association, National Associa- 
tion of Musical Instruments and Acces- 
sories Manufacturers and the National 
Piano and Music Travelers’ Association. 
All these organizations are affiliated 
with the Music Industries Chamber of 
Commerce, of which Mark P. Campbell, 
of New York, is president. 

Mark P Campbell, in his speech before 
the convention group, admitted that the 
radio has made inroads on some branch- 
es of the music industry, but declared 
that, despite this, it is a big aid in edu- 
cating people musically, with the result 
that there are “more students of music 
in the world today than ever before.” 
However, Campbell spoke adversely on 
automobile radios, stating that the ra- 
dio’s place is in the home, and not in 
a motor car where it is apt to distract 
the driver's mind from the operation of 
his car, thus endangering pedestrians. 

According to Franklin Dunham, of 
New York, jazz is strongly on the wane 
In his speech Dunham stated: “Dance 
music is turning more and more to the 
melodious and tuneful. There is a 
stronge movement against the ugly 
forms inspired by jazz The constant 
repetition tires the people. The public 
demands variety, and, as a result, there 
is now an apparent reversion to the old 
graceful melodies.” 

W. Deane Preston, of Boston, declared 
that radio broadcasting is rapidly over- 
coming any aversion to classical music. 
Tin Pan Alley, he said, will always exist, 
despite the ever-growing appreciation of 
good music. “Tin Pan Alley has its 
place and will continue, just as cheap 
paintings will continue to be sold, and 
just as some newspapers will always 
print trash. while others maintain a 
high and dignified standard,” he said 

That the music industries are at last 
coming back, after the distastrous slump 
which followed the debut of the radio 
several years ago, was the gist of the 
address by John Harden, of Springfield, 
Mass. “Three years ago the music in- 
dustry had reached an acute stage, due 
to the introduction of the radio,” Har- 
den declared. “The public stopped buy- 
ing music and instruments, but today, 
largely thru radio promotion, it is start- 
ing to come back. ‘

but with the exit of former favorites and 
the entry of numerous newcomers into 
Mutual Circuit companies, ,programs be- 
came an essential part of the presenta- 
tion that was fully recoznized by the 
progressive managers of houses who pro- 
vided them for the convenience of the 
customers with profit to the house 

As a regular patron of burlesque since 
1895, we preferred the gallery streamer 
type programs for the reason that they 
were minus the hackneyed ads of near- 
restaurants, who individually and 
collectively claimed their respective 
places to be the rendezvous of the play- 
ers, thereby misleading.the patrons of 
the theater into the belief that by pat- 
ronizing those places after the show 
they could see, hear and, in all prob- 
ability, meet their favorite players per- 
onally.

One of the many artistic purposes of 
the little theater movement is to en- 
courage aspiring playwrights. Genius 
can hardly be discovered hiding its light 
under a bushel, and if young play- 
wrights can be encouraged to contribute 
what they have of original and creative 
ideas, real talent may be unearthed. Our 
own American playwright, Eugene 
O'Neill, found his way out of the ex- 
perimental productions of the Province- 
town Players. 

The lack of otiginal material submitted 
in the recent National Little Theater 
Tournaments was marked. 


The little theater can do more for the 
aspiring and unknown. playwright than 
the professional theater, for the latter 
would not dare produce the work of an 
amateur for fear of failure and financial 
losses The legitimate theater “must be 
shown” first, but is constantly on the 
alert for real talent, and reaches out a 
helping hand to it. 


Little theater tournaments have been 
responsible for some real successes, out- 
standing among which is The Undercur- 
rent, written by Fay Ehlert of Chicago. 
Mrs. Ehlert’s heart and soul had gone 
into that one-act play, but The Under- 
current found no ready and waiting 
“welcome on any mat”. It went from one 
door to another only to find no latch- 
string hanging out. After much working 
anda waiting, Mrs. Ehlert succeeded in 
having her playlet entered in the Chi- 
cago Little Theater Tournament of 1928. 
It was presented by the Town and Gown 
Play Shop of Northwestern University 
and won first prize, the Drama League 
cup. 
Vaudeville, with the eye of an eagle, 
recognized the value and power of this 
one-acter. It was given a showing at the 
Palace Theater in Chicago, where it 
made such a hit it was booked solid 
over the entire circuit 

In the National Little Theater Tourna- 
ment held last month in New York, an- 


other young and talented playwright 
was discovered. She is Maxine Block, of 
St. Louis, Mo., author of the one-act 


play, Eyes, which won a Samuel French 
award for being one of the two best 
unpublished works entered in the tour- 


nament. Vaudeville bookings and pub- 
lishing rights are being arranged, but 
there is another history of discourage- 


ment back of this play. Even St. Loui 


the city in which it was written, re- 
fused to give it support. In a recent 
interview Maxine Block, the author 
said: 

“Eyes was written in a short-story 


class at the University of Missouri. Like 
all young writers I thought it was a 
pretty good piece of work and I hoped 
that a little theater there would produce 
it. I was terribly downcast when a di- 
rector told me it was immoral and 
plied that it was worthless and 
just as well be thrown away 

“It was the first play I had written 
and I felt that perhaps he was right, but 
I sent it anyway to several publishers, 
theatrical booking agents and producers 
and other organizations—only to receive 
rejection slips from them all. Hope dies 
hard in the young writer's heart, and 
the queer thing now is that three of the 
organizations which rejected it have asked 
to use the play since it won. the prize. 

“When finally I saw that no one 
wanted my ‘brain child’ I bundled it up 
and put it away. There it might have 
died completely had I not seen a pam- 
phlet sent out by Mrs. W. F. Saunders 
of the St Louis Art League, which an- 
nounced an original play contest which 
the Art League was conducting with a 
view to sending on a play to the Na- 
tional Little Theater Tournament. With- 
out much hope I sent Eyes and was very 
happy to have it accepted. They had re- 
ceived 35 plays and 12 were produced 
during a week. My play was adjudged the 
hest and a subscription was started to 
send it to New York 

“Imagine my surprise when we re- 
ceived such splendid notices in the New 
York papers in addition to winning the 
prize. I was simply dazed. When we 
went back to our dressing room after the 
performance on Friday and again on 
Saturday, the place was filled with 
agents, telegrams and offers. One of the 
funny things was when the players de- 
cided to return home to their positions 
and to school. They were a total surprise 
to the agents who told them that actors 
try for years to get on Broadway and 
here they weren't even interested. 

“No one could possibly be more sur- 
prised than I at all the different offers, 
including consideration for a_ talkie 
short. Had the St. Louis contest not 
taken place my play would still be re- 
posing, like thousands of others, in a 
desk drawer, while the author went about 
some other work, always hoping to write 
something worth while, but receiving 
such discouragement that the effort 
seemed hardly worth the trouble.”

JAMES MADISON, intimate friend of 
the late Ned Buckley, writes: “Dear old 
Ned Buckley, of whom you published a 
brief obituary recently, was a fine old 
gentleman and his theatrical achieve- 
ments really deserve a more extended 
mention. If space permits, you will 
honor the memory of one who merits it, 
by publishing the inclosed resume of 
his career?” Madison’s sketch of the 
famous minstrel follows: “Ned Buckley, 
who died in Santa Rosa, Calif., a few 
weeks ago at the ripe age of 93, was in 
his day one of the leading variety the- 
ater managers of San Francisco, and the 
last connecting link of the theater world 
as it existed there in ‘the days of gold’ 
Buckley, who was a negro minstre] by 
profession, came to San Francisco in 
the ‘50s and for nine years was stage 
manager of the old Bella Union Theater 
when it was still located on Washington 
street. Later he opened his own house, 
Buckley’s Variety Theater, at Sacramen- 
to and Kearny, and later moved to the 
N. W. corner of Pine and Kearny. Both 
of these houses were basement thea- 
ters, but gave an excellent quality of 
entertainment which justified Buckley 
in charging 25 and 50 cents admission. 
Ned Buckley often referred to his ‘Vari- 
eties’ as the old school from which 
Many a promising pupil had graduated, 
numbering among them such later-day 
stars as Jeff De Angelis, Lotta, Lew 
Dockstader, when he was still known as 
Lew Clapp, and many others. In 1877 
he leased the Adelphi Theater, on Cali- 
fornia above Kearny, and ran there for 
about five years a combination of min- 
strelsy, variety and sensational] drama. 
Eddie Foy, in his book Clowning Around, 
speaks of the Adelphi and the excellent 
shows given tHere. Among the visiting 
dramatic stars who played at the Adel- 
phi during Ned Buckley’s regime, may 
be mentioned, Sid France, George France, 
E. T. Stetson, Val Love and Rose Lisle, 
Effie Johns, Minnie Oscar Gray and W. 
T. Stephens. He retired from active 
Management about 45 years ago and 
there probablv never was a California 
manager who had more friends or with 
a more genial nature than Ned Buckley.”

About the Connelly Clock 


The memory of Edward J. Connelly 
still lives, for at the memorial service 
in the Hollywood Cemetery a great many 
of his friends turned out to see the 
dedication of the clock placed there in 
his memory by his widow, Annie Virginia 
Connelly. 

The Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer Studio for 
which he had worked in all his motion 
picture career (a most unusual thing) 
had representatives, as did the lodge to 
which he had belonged. 

There was music and a few brief words 
by one of his oldest friends and then, 
shortly before noon, the clock was un- 
veiled by Mrs. Connelly. 

Its appearance was al] that had been 
expected of it and is clearly visible by 
day and by night from the State road 
half a mile away. There is every possi- 
bility that it will give a lifetime of serv-

At a recent meeting of the Council un- 
qualified endorsement was given to the 
American Hospital, of Chicago, which for 
many years has served all those of the 
theater. 

To Dr. Max Thorek, surgeon in chief 
of the hospital, especially the Council 
tendered its gratitude for the loyal and 
unfailing service which he has rendered 
the people of the theater. 


Equity’s Job Harder 

The annual meeting of the association 
expressed some concern at the practice of 
producers asking waivers of the bond 
from their casts and there were members 
who said outright that Equity ought to 
forbid its members to waive the Equity 
requirements under any conditions, With 
these speakers, by the way, the meeting 


seemed to be in full sympathy, tho the 
executive secretary explained why Equity 
had never felt it desirable to take this 
step. 

And yet within 10 days of the meeting, 
which some of these members probably 
attended, a company went into rehearsal 
for a defaulting manager who was serv- 
ing as a director without making any 
arrangements with Equity to take up his 
indebtedness. 

When an Equity representative re- 
minded him that under the circum- 
stances Equity members could not take 
direction from him he denied that he 
was directing the production—and in 
this contention the company, Equity 
members all, upheld him. Now Equity is 
aware from other and perhaps more re- 
liable sources that he had been directing 
the company. 

Yet if, because of these evasions, this 
play is put on without a bond and if it 
fails the members of the company, as 
other members of other companies have 
done, will wonder why Equity doesn’t do 
something about it. 


Boston’s New Censorship Rules 


Boston has always been a city to be 
approached warily by theatrical com- 
panies. So many things which do not 
particularly disturb other cities are 
considered oOpprobrious there. So it ts 
interesting and may be valuable as well 
to get an exact definition of what will 
be (and more particularly what won't 
be) tolerated. The following anncunce- 
ment on this subject has been issued by 
Mayor Curley thru City Censor John 
Casey: 

“These regulations are made by me 
under the authority of chapter 349 of 
the Special Acts of 1915, and I direct 
that holders of licenses take the proper 
steps to secure their enforcement.” (By 
this pronouncement Mayor Curley makes 
the theater managers subcensors es the 
Wales Act tends to do in New York.) 
“Performances of every kind,” continues 
Mayor Curley, “must always be governed 
by the dictates of propriety and refine- 
ment. Obviously among other things 
such features as the following would be 
excluded from performances: 

“Dialog, gestures, songs (especially 
parodies), language and conversation of 
any kind which are directly or by 
double meaning obscene or lascivious 
and intended to suggest sexual relation. 


“Performances must be confined en- 
tirely to the stage. This prohibits fe- 
male performers, whether artists or 


members of chorus, from using the aisle 
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or passageway of the theater, and per- 
formers of either sex from using or oc- 
cupying seats in auditorium boxes or 
balconies of theater during act. 

“Females from appearing upon the 
stage in legs bare. Exception to this 
only permitted upon authority of the 
mayor or licensing officer 

“Wearing of one-piece suits by females, 
where simply used to wantonly display 
the figure, as in living pictures. 

“The portrayal by performers of either 
sex of a dope fiend wherein the act of 
taking a hypodermic injection, the in- 
haling of or eating of dope, or the use 
of dope in any manner, intended to show 
its effect upon a human being. 

“All forms of muscle dancing by per- 
formers of either sex. This includes 
every dance which contains suggestive 
or repulsive contortions of the human 
body. 

“The use of profanity 

“The portrayal of a moral pervert or 
sex degenerate.” 

Boston. There she stands!

You expect to be paid the same 
salary for your last performance as you 
have been paid thruout the season, Pur- 
ther the auditors on the last night have 
paid for their tickets just as on any 
other night. Don’t discourage the the- 
ater patrons by giving them a bad 
performance. 

Any proven complaint of intoxication 
during a performance of any chorus 
member will be punished by suspension 
from the Chorus Equity and by a fine. 
In the theatrical profession there is al- 
ways a long list of unemployed. We 
have no room for persons who do not 
take their work seriously.

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The Showboat Makes a 
Bid for City Patronage 


HE showboat comes into its own. Menke’s 
T Hollywood Showboat has just completed its 

third week in Louisville, and if present busi- 
ness indicates anything it looks as if the boat will 
be held in the Kentucky city for just about all 
summer. 

Menke’s boat is turning them away. As a matter 
of fact, business has reached such proportions that 
a telephone has been installed on the boat so that 
the flood of reservations may be handled with greater 
ease. The tickets are being sold several weeks 
ahead, and the class of people being drawn to the 
boat is representative of the “400” of the city. 

Those who have a sentimental attachment for 
showboats, and there are many of them, may decry 
this invasion of modernity in a field of amusement 
that in recent years has had its greatest popularity, 
because its methods were those of three or four 
decades ago. 

But we do not view the situation with alarm. 
The use of telephones, electricity and modern 
methods in the box office cannot down the essential 
lure of the showboat. In its essence it is old- 
fashioned, and that is the reason why it is proving 
so popular with the “smart set” of a city as large as 
Louisville. There is a fascination about the show- 
boat that no other form of amusement can supply. 

In appealing to the theater-going public of the 
larger centers Menke is showing himself to be an 
astute showman, The residents of the city are the 
best possible bet for quick profits for a showboat. 
The. wide appeal of the Edna Ferber novel, the

florenz Ziegfeld musical show and the Universal 
picture have paved the way and proved to be the 
greatest publicity agents that any attraction could 
hope for. Menke is only cashing in on the advance 
stuff. 

It will be a grave mistake, however, if show- 
boat operators get the idea that to appeal to city 
people they must give modern plays, with up-to-date 
effects. That would be nothing less than suicidal. 
City people who crowd to the showboats are not 
drawn by the quality of the entertainment or the 
name of the play. They go because it is a novel 
experience that offers color and a lark. 

Wise operators of showboats will take this op- 
pertunity to cash in on this natural interest in show 
boats. How long it will last is a question, One 
thing is certain, however, there is a vast territory 
that has not been touched. Indeed, about the only 
large centers having showboats of which we are 


aware are Cincinnati, Louisville and New Orleans. , 


What about Chicago, New York, Pittsburgh and a 
hundred other cities of size? 

Yes, it is a golden opportunity, but it is not one 
without its temptations. Therein lies the danger. 
While there is a quick and large profit to be ob- 
tained by catering to the city public, it must be re- 
membered that the showboat belongs essentially to 
the residents of the villages and hamlets, most of 
them remote, that dot the river banks. The show- 
boat must cater, first of all, to that public. Even if 
it continues indefinitely to hold a lure for the city 
dweller, it is the atmosphere of the river itself that 
draws the metropolitan residents. To lose that at- 
mosphere will ruin the game. How else can it be 
safeguarded unless the showboat remains true to 
the river town? 

The showboat operator, if he is wise and re- 
sourceful, will take precautions to see that the color 
of his craft is not lost in his quest for profit and a 
reputation, 


The Louisiana Tax Bill 


Needs Immediate Attention 

BILL calling for a tax of 15 per cent to be 
A levied on the gross receipts on places of 
amusement has been presented to the legis- 
lature of the State of Louisiana. It is a bill that re- 
quires the immediate attention of all branches of 
the business, indoor and outdoor. 


Indeed, it is bad enough to consider a tax of 10 
per cent, but one calling for one of 15 per cent is 
beyond all reason. We wish that Representative 
A. C. Williams, of Vernon, sponsor of the bill, might 
get some actual experience in the show business. 
We are sure he would then have an altogether dif- 
ferent idea of things, and instead of suggesting op- 
pressive legislation would be prompting methods 
for relief. 

Readers will note that the Louisiana bill calls 
for a percentage of the gross. This, in itself, shows 
that Representative Vernon knows little of what's 
what in the amusement business. 


While it is imperative that all branches of the 
business combine to defeat this measure, since it 
embraces all of them, including motion picture 
shows, theatrical performances, vaudeville perform- 
ances, circuses, carnivals and tent shows, we are 
particularly interested in the effect such a bill 
would have on the future of tent attractions in that 
State. Conditions as they are, it is our opinion that 
passage of this bill would mean that touring. tent 
shows would be forced out of the State. 

We appreciate the fact that the public schools of 
Louisiana may need financial aid. It is to raise 
money for developing these schools that has 
prompted the bill. But we would like to know why 
it is that the amusement business is the butt for all 
taxation. Aren’t there other lines of business in a 
stronger pcsition to stand the burden? 


There is no doubt but that if this measure is 
passed it is the tent shows and smaller traveling 
attractions that will be hit hardest. The motion 
picture theaters, especially where the gross business 


is largest, are chain operated, and can casily stand 
the pressure, since they have unlimited financial 
backing. 

It is clear to us that if this measure is to be de- 
feated it is up to the tent showmen to do it. 
Louisiana is good territory, and it must not be 
rumed by such an obviously unjust and oppressive 
piece of legislation. 

Certainly the fate of this amusement tax bill is 
entirely in the hands of the showmen, Get busy, we 
say, and waste no time in letting the government 
of the State of Louisiana know what such a measure 
means to amusements in that State, It can and it 
will be defeated. . 


RKO’s Plan for Promoting 
Interest in Vaudeville 

T HAS been apparent for several years, now 
I that if vaudeville was ever to be successful in 

its bid for public favor it would have to give 
careful attention to the promotion and exploitation 
end of the business. In other words, while there 
undoubtedly has been a great natural interest in 
vaudeville and its future it has been of the kind that 
needed stimulation in order to start the ball rolling. 

The move to start the ball is under way, RKO 
is leading the way in an endeavor to make the public 
“vaudeville conscious”, It has taken what appears 
to us to be a sound means, 

Everyone knows that the many “fan” magazines 
have been of immeasurable aid in keeing motion 
pictures and motion picture names before the public. 
Nothing in the world holds such great interest to 
the layman as the theater and the people of it. 

And now RKO, if present plans materialize, plans 
to use the “fan” magazine idea in vaudeville. To 
be sure it will be carried on in a different manner 
than has been the custom with the screen, but the 
idea is essentially the same, and the possible results 
might logically be paralleled with those of the film 
world. 

There is a possible flaw as we see it. The mo- 
tion picture fan magazines are, for the most part, in- 
dependently published, and are distributed to the 
regular news stands as would be any other publica- 
tion. RKO’s plan, however, calls for the magazine 
being published in the form of a program for the 
various houses it controls. In other words, it would 
be a sort of combined magazine and program, and 
would be distributed free. 

The flaw lies, we believe, not in the arrangement 
of the book or the fact that it is a combined maga- 
zine-program, but rather in the fact that it is to be 
distributed free. It is a psycholological fact that 
the public is interested in few things that it gets 
for nothing. In the first place, it reasons either that 
something for nothing lacks quality or else that 
there is a questionable motive underlying gratuities. 
That is why newspapers are sold for such low prices 
as one, two or three pennies when many of them 
could show a handsome profit without that charge. 

Understand, we are all for RKO’s efforts to 
launch a successful campaign of vaudeville exploita- 
tion and promotion. It is something that has been 
sadly lacking in that field, and a department that 
demands immediate attention if the return of vaude- 
ville is to become a reality. 


It will be interesting to watch the development 
of the circuit’s plan for a magazine-program for 
national distribution, with an estimated circulation 
of 700,000 copies. It will be a valuable experiment 
both from the theatrical and publishing stand- 


points. 
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Junior League Plan 
Editor The Billboard: 

The readers of “The Forum” may be 
further interested in one phase of the recent 
national conference of the Junior League 
held in New York. The play groups from 
each league met for a one-day conference 
and as a result many of the leagues formed 
what they termed ‘‘The Players’ Club”. Each 
club is to consist of 12 members, and these 
must be qualified for the work, qualification 
being determined by the kind and extent of 
the activity of each member in the plays 
previously produced by the individual league. 
These members have nothing to do with the 
business management of the productions, but 
do have the selection of the plays and the 
casting and all else concerned with the 
artistic side. 

Mrs. Samuel Bancroft Bird, speaking for 
the Wilmington (Del.) Junior League, made 
the statement which is applicable to each 
of the other leagues: “The work of selecting 
the plays had become such a responsibility 
that I (as chairman of the then play com- 
mittee) felt that there should be some other 
voices in the decision.” Mrs. Bird has been 
an ardent worker and with Mrs. Charles 
Lee Reese, Jr., president of the league, and 
Dorothy Curtis, stage manager, has brought 
the Wilmington group to the enviable posi- 
tion it now occupies. It may be of further 
interest to “The Forum” readers to know 
that Junior leagues all over the United 
States, in Canada and Mexico will begin 
immediately after September 1 to develop 
a most pretentious program for the 1930-'31 
season and that only the best plays will be 
given.

“40 Years Old” 
Editor The Billboard: 


A few words on the subject ‘40 Years Old’, 
which I noticed mentioned in a recent issue 
of The Billboard. In my opinion that’s about 
all vaudeville needs now to give it the last 
knockout blow. If they refuse to use per- 
formers of 40 years and over then vaudeville 
is done for right, because the age of 40 takes 
in our best artists. I can name 100 of them 
without any efffort, so can anyone. If 
managers and bookers draw that line there 
would soon be no show business. What can 
youth do without experience, knowledge or 
showmanship? They don’t even know how to 
wear wardrobe or put on a decent makeup. 
That's why all these young femmes go with- 
out tights. They don't know how to wear 
them and keep the wrinkles out of the knees. 

You can'’s make performers overnight. It 
takes years of practice, love for the game 
and hardships to bring out the true metal. 
An experienced man or woman of 40 is in de- 
mand in any line as long as he or she has ex- 
perience and is dependable. How can an ama- 
teur have any new ideas or bring anything 
new in any line when he doesn’t know any- 
tning about it? It’s the so-called oldtimers 
ihat can bring in the new ideas. They have 
studied the problems; know what the public 
wants and know how to put their line over 
to the best advantage. Experience is what 
counts in any line. 

That's what is wrong with vaudeville today. 
Too many collegians doing the same thing. 
Dancing girls are turned out from the danc- 
ing academy. Hundreds are doing the same 
steps, the same stuff, like peas in a pod. 
What stands out most and is talked about 
on any program, be it vaudeville, drama, 
circus or whatnot in amusements, is not 
what some young amateur did, but what 
some oldtimer 40 or over put across. No, 
there’s a place, as The Billboard says, for 
the oldtimers, and that place, God bless 
them, is right in the leading parts putting 
over the show with punch, ability and expe- 
rience. 

How about circuses? You see very few 
youths in the circus dressing room. If you 
doubt it, go back and look them over. You 
find the biggest majority 40 or over. Youth 
has no chance around a circus, unless he is 
in some oldtimer’s act as an apprentice. They 
call them “Johnny newcomer” and “First of 
Mays”. 

A manager knows he can depend on an old- 
timer to be there, that he won't want to run 
home to mamma if things don’t go right. 
Youth can’t be depended on, as they don’t 
know what they want. They are looking for 
an easy job and big money and when a crisis 
comes walk out on you, just like circus ani- 
mals; the new ones can't be depended on, 
the least thing different, extra noise, any- 
thing for an alibi and they're out of the ring 
and the trainer has lost control. It takes an 
oldtimer, an animal that did his stuff for 
years, to put it over with grace and ease. 
Nothing bothers them because they have 
learned their lessons and know it pays to be 
a good fellow and do your stuff right the 
first time. As for pep, they have that, too. 
The oldtimers have everything a youth has 
and added to that, experience, ability, style, 
dependability and grace. That's what make- 
ups are for, is to make oldtimers look the 
part. Grandma has it all over the young 
flapper for putting over an act. She can 
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fool the audience as to her age also. It’s not 
what you do in the show business. but the 
Way you do it that counts. That way comes 
only with practice. It's personality that can 
sell the trick to the audience.

Attacking Legit. Methods

There has been much discussion recently 
as to what is wrong with the regular the- 
ater—the legitimate stage—the spoken word 
by “flesh and blood” human beings as against 
the “canned” drama and mechanical music. 
Well, there is plenty the matter with the 
regular theatey. The entire amusement busi- 
ness is overdone, overbuilt, overcommercial- 
ized in every way. Theater is, first of 
all, a place of art, recreation, amusement 
and relaxation, where only recognized artists 
should receive consideration or encourage- 
ment. The theater is at this time in a state 
of chaos, the public is confused and will 
soon be driven to the limit of human en- 
durance. A multiplicity of nonsense has been 
introduced into the theater that means noth- 
ing to the theatergoer. “‘The Play's the 
Thing’, and that is all that can win a 
public seeking a place from the work-a-day 
world. The theatergoer is willing and anx- 
ious to dispense with a lot of realism in 
order to enjoy a little make-believe or even 
fairyland. There is enough of the drab and 
somber in real life without parading it on 
the stage. The public demands amusement, 
laughter. spiced here and there with human 
interest. There is nothing that can ever 
take the place of the human voice—and why 
should there be? For what object? The 
playgoer resents having advertisements blat- 


antly forced upon his vision That is a 
thing belonging to the newspaper columns 
and not from the stage of the theater 


People going to witness a play want music 
rendered by living musicians and not to have 
their ears assaulted by the rasping, unnatu- 
ral metallic noises Neither do they care 
whether the manager is a “multimillionaire 
impresario”, a “great theatrical magnate”, or 
whether he struts the lobby puffing a cigar 
or not. so long as he presents a good, clean 
entertaining show and gives them something 
for their money Another thing the matter 
is “mass production” and factory methods 
The latter, especially, cannot be practiced in 
connection with places of amusement. The 
theater is not an “industry”! Neither is it 
a military establishment, so that the ‘‘West 
Pointers’, field marshals and other terrify- 
ing. heel-clicking attendants might modify 
their uniforms and leave such makeups to 
actors who might be playing the part of a 
banana republic general. 


The ticket speculator and the outlandish 
prices of admission are something else that 
is the matter with the theater. People may 
be “suckers’’ and there may be “one born 
every minute”, but the suckers are sick and 
tired of being cheated and swindled. It is 
time that somebody should “speak out loud’.

Anent Gordon’s Concert

Jacques Gordon, concert master of the 
Chicago Symphony Orchestra, recently 
played as a mendicant musician on the streets 
of Chicago. According to the “United Press” 
he did this to settle a dispute as to whether 
the best music rendered by a master would 
attract unusual attention or not. 


Stationing himself in front of the Art 
Institute, he played for gne-half hour to 
the noon-day crowds. And the gross receipts 
for Schubert’s “Ave Maria’, several Victor 
Herbert selections and two Negro spirituals, 
played on a $40,000 Stradivarius violin, were 
just $5.51 That amount is reputed to be 
considerably larger than the average street 
musician is able to draw down by his ef- 
forts Considering the fact that the spot 
chosen for this demonstration was about the 
poorest in all Chicago, we believe that Mr. 
Gordon did extremely well in his effort. 
The result would have been more to the 
point and more interesting if the concert 
had been given at State and Madison, which 
is said to be the busiest street corner in the 
world 


But he did not do so badly at that. He 
was earning money at the rate of $11.02 an 
hour and at eight hours a day, six days to 
the week and 52 weeks to the year, his yearly 
income would be $27,495.92. Of course, even 
at that figure it would take him almost two 
years to just pay for his fiddle, but many a 
worthy musician would be only too willing to 
sign a contract with these figures written in 
the blank space.

Dickens and The Circus 


FAT Charles Dickens was an enthusiastic 
lover of the circus, that he cherished an 
acute sympathy for circus folk, that he 
enjoyed the sounds and sights and smells 
of the arena, there is full and convincing 
testimony. All thru Dickens’ works there 

are frequent friendly allusions to showfolk and 

circus. There is the immortal essay on “Astley’s”, 
written in the white heat of inspiration in Sketches 
by Boz. There is the intimate picture of circus life 
in Hard Times. There are the itinerant showmen in 

The Old Curiosity Shop; and the famous visit of 

Kit and his mother, and Barbara and her mother, 

to say nothing of little Jacob, to the temple of the 

Tanbark in Westminster Bridge road. 


‘Dear, dear, what a place it looked, that 
Astiev'’s: with all the paint, gilding and 
looking-glass; the vague smell of horses, 
suggestive of coming wonders; the curtain 
that hid such gorgeous mysteries; the clean 
white sawdust down in the circus; the peo- 
ple coming in. and taking their places; the 
fiddlers looking carelessly up at them while 
they tuned their instruments, as if they 
didn't want the play to begin, and knew it 
all beforehand.” 


Rest of all, we have the irrefutable words of 
Forster, EPdmund Yates, Percy Fitzgerald, George 
Augustus Sala, all intimate friends of the novelist 
providing that he was a full-grown circus “fan” 
who would hurry thru dinner and miss his coffee 
and brandy to drag them, willy-willy, to some cara- 
van outfit that boasted an elephant, a “man-eating 
licen” and a half-dozen nomad equestrians. No 
youngster ever got more fun out of it all than 
Dickens, deep down in whose heart was the gay 
laugh of a child, 


When Dickens wrote Hard Times, some of the 
book reviewers paid him the doubtful compliment 
of saying that he must have spent many nights 
at Astley’s studying his circus types. Signor Jupe, 
the clown, with his faithful dog, “Merrylegs”, must 
have had a prototype in real life; Childers, the 
equestrian, was found to resemble Mr. Cadwalader, 
who rode in the arena on both sides of the Atlantic; 
“Master” Kidderminster was the typical circus ap- 
prentice of the period, and so on with all the rest 
of the inimitable showfolk in the story. 


Reviewers Were Wrong 


The reviewers were all wrong in their surmise 
Dickens did not have to go to Astley’s to get his 
matcrial “in the raw”. Mr. Forster, who was Dick- 
ens’ careful biographer as well as his most intimate 
friend, refuted these insinuations of the critics by 
the simple reminder that Dickens had only to draw 
from his storehouse of memories supplied by his 
early experiences of London life. His knowledge 
of mankind was besed less on “studying types” than 
on personal experience and an intuitive understand- 
ing cf individualities. He had put life under a 
microscope for inspection, and remembered all he 
had seen and heard as a young reporter. Dickens 
knew the circus and circus people as he knew all 
about everything on God’s green footstool] (London 
in particuiar), and Mr. Sleary and his circus troupe 
are as real, genuine and relentlessly true 1s Sam 
Weller, Sairey Gamp, Pecksniff and Dick Swiveller. 


But there is good reason to believe that Dickens 
did actually take the character of Sleary from a 
livine medel. It is an oft-told legend among well- 
informed insiders of the show world that the proto- 
type of Sleary, “who never did a horse an injury 
yet, no more than swearing at him went,” was no 
less illustrious a personage than the great Batty. 
In his day Batty was a national character, the 
Barnum of England. After years of touring Great 
Britain, edifying the populace with just such a 
clicus as Dickens describes in Hard Times, Batty 
became the successor at Astley’s to the great Ducrow. 
Having acquired enough money to assume the risks 
«nd secure the lease, he became the proprietor of 
Astley’s in Lorftion, thus achieving his lifelong 
dreim. 


Batty Still a Tradition 


Great in his own day, Batty is but the shadow 
of a name in ours. Of course he is remembered by 
ola performers on both sides of the “big pond”. 
Tradition is the essence of the circus, and it is by 
no Means uncommon to hear talk about Batty even 
now in the dressing tents. For example, the Clarks, 
Frnest, Percy and Charles, who fly thru space from 
cne trapeze to another, are collateral descendants 
of the great Batty, and are justly proud of their 
inheritec honor 


Like Sleary. Batty was “a stout, persy man, trou- 
bled with asthma, and whose breath came far too 
thick and heavy for the letter S.” In ordinary con- 
versation, in his moments of relaxation over a glass 
of grog at the bar, he always stood in @ professionai 
attitude “as he would have stood in the center of 
the ring. He wanted nothing but his whip.” 


The whole of the circus philosophy is tersely 
put in the asthmatic mouth of Sleary. “Don't be 
croth with uth poor vagabondth. People must be 
amuthed. They can’t be alwayth a-working, they

an't made for it. You mutht have uth, Thquire. 
Do the withe thing and the kind thing, too, and 
make the betht of uth; not the worst. 

Herd Times was a novel “with a purpose” and 
dedicated to Carlyle. Public amusement, the need 
of recreation, popular holidays were, according to 
Dickens, crying neecs, and the circus, more than 
machinery, has added to the sum of human happi- 
ness. The circus is, and ever will be, the symbol 
of youth. 

A word about the great Ducrow. The idol of 
Dickens’ boyhood and early youth, he was at the 
zenith of his equestrian. fame when Dickens wrote 
of him and his beautiful wife, the dashing Miss 
Woolford, in the chapter on Astley’s in Sketches by 
Boz. To see Ducrow straddling his five fiery flying 
steeds in an act called “The Courier of St. Peters- 
burgh” must have been a rare and glorious vision. 
Writers of the time raved over him, and in, the 
flor:d vocabulary of the sawdust arena pronounced 
him “the incarnation of the poetry of motion on 
horseback.’”” Ducrcw was doubtless a curious char- 
acter. Passionately fond of horses and children, he 
had an ungovernable temper and, in his spasms of 
rage, his blasphemies were worse than revolting. 
But the sight of an infant would quell these out- 
bursis. He was generous beyond words, and on 
his death all London crowded to his obsequies in a 
way that would have done honor to a Lord Mayor 
or indeed to Dickens himself. 


Tribute to Ducrow 


On Ducrow’s Tomb an inspired rhapsodist has 
paid him due homage: 

The race of life is o’er—all troubles crease, 

The tamer of the wild steed rests in peace 


TOWNSEND WALSH | 
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Death on the Pale Horse struck the fatal 

blow, 

The hlow that levels kings; no other rider 

Could e’er have conquered great Ducrow. 

“The Courier of St. Petersburgh” was, as I have 
said, Ducrow’s mosterpiece of equestrian art It 
has always seemed to me that this act which Dick- 
ens sO admired end enjoyed with almost boyish 
enthusiasm was the very same act in all essentials 
as “The Pony Express” that a later generation of 
circus lovers saw and cheered in Buffalo Bill's Wild 
West Perhaps some oldtimer who remembered Du- 
crow’s superb performance suggested to Colonel Cody 
that he modernize the act and, instead of the Rus- 
sian Courier, substitute an up-to-date cowboy. At 
any rate the similarity is very obvious Where 
Ducrow galloped around the arena, breathlessly stop- 
ping to obtain the foreign dispatches at the different 
outposts, the cowboy in the Buffalo Bill Show raced 
at breakneck speed to pick up the leather bags at 
the express stations. 


Little That Is New 


Certainly there is never anything new under 
the sun, and this is as true of the circus as of every- 
thing in the universe. Time-honored circus stunts 
that we have never seen or heard about keep con- 
stantly cropping up and are received with applause 
as something new and unique. Just when we pride 
ourselves on discovering an absolute “novelty”, along 
comes some veteran of the white tops to tell us 
that the supposed “new feature’ was done 50 years 
ago by some famous performer of the past whose 
bones have turned to dust. When “Poodles” Hanne- 
ford frst electrified us with his inimitable comic 
riding act, we hailed him as a great originator. But 
later, when a lawsuit was imminent and “Poodles” 
tried tc copyright his act and prevent a horde of 


imitators from trying to emulate him, it developed 
that this seemingly brand-new creation of the ring 
was nothing more or less than a clever variation 
of the ancient riding act known as “Billy Buttons; 
or The Tailor’s Ride to Brentford”. At least much 
of the comic business which “Poodles” did so artis- 
tically was a replica of “Billy Buttons’—the “step- 
oft". hanging on to the nag's tail and pulling it 
ofl. the horse pushing him around the ring, and 60 
fourth and so on 


But I have digressed from my main theme. 
Lickens took unctuous delight in sketching the stroll- 
ing showfolk in The Old Curiosity Shop. Such emi- 
nent authorities as William Ernest Hentey and 
George K. Chesterton have gone on record in de- 
claring Messrs. Codlin and Short among the happi- 
est of Dickens’ minor character portraits. If you 
hever had the delight of reading The Old Curtosity 
Shop, or if your memory needs refreshing, I will 
merely note that Codlin and Short are a rare patr 
of traveling showmen who exploit the adventures of 
that merry outlaw, Mr. Punch. The two men are 
contrasting types. Codlin, who talks to Punch in 
front of the curtain and collects the coin of the 
spectators of the exhibition, is a confirmed misan- 
thrope. When his partner, jolly little Short, re- 
monstrates with him for his gloomy attitude toward 
life, the pessimist replies: “If you stood in front of 
the curtain and see the public’s faces as I do, you'd 
know human natur’ better” 


Before he became a Punch and Judy showman, 
Codlin had evidently traveled with Richardson's 
Show. His partner reminds him: “When you played 
the ghost in the reg’lar drama in the fairs, Tommy, 
you believed in everything—except ghosts. But now 
you're a universal mistruster. I never see a man 
s0 changed.” 


Dickens introduces us to a host of other quaint 
and very genuine types of showfolks in the same 
novel. All of them bear the hallmark of authentic- 
ity. There is Grinder with the troupe of high stilt- 
walkers; Mr. Vuffin, with his giants and dwarfs; 
Jerry, with his performing dogs, and last, but far 
from least, the silent gentleman, the magician, who 
earns his living by doing tricks with cards and who 
liad “rather deranged the natural expression of his 
countenance by putting small leaden lozenges into 
his eyes and bringing them out at his mouth, which 
was one of his accomplishments.” 


Origin of “Joey” 


No mention of Dickens and the circus would be 
complete without referring to his greatest work in 
perpetuating the memory of England's gréatest 
clown—Joseph Grimaldi The slang name for « 
clown today is, of course, “Joey”, and altho Gri- 
maldi was never a circus clown, but a pantomimist 
us well as a talking clown of the stage, the name 
“Joey"’ was his affectionate cognomen with the 
London populace of his day, and the endearing 
sobriquet has survived even unto this age of auto- 
cars and aeroplanes. Grimaldi, of Italian descent, 
was born and bred in the British metropolis and a 
Cockney from the roots of his hair to the soles of 
his agile feet. It was fitting that Dickens should 
immortalize him by editing his memoirs Without! 
Dickens, Grimaldi would still be reckoned among 
the immortals. Did not Lord Byron give him his 
gold snuffbox, and did not Richard Brinsley Sheri- 
dan declare he could play Othello without speaking 
a line of that tragedy? But when Dickens, thei 
at the zenith of his fame as the creator of Pickwick. 
further enhanced the glory of the clown by lending 
his name to the publication of Grimaldi’s biography. 
he did himself and Grimaldi a fine honor. 


Facts on Grimaldi’s Book 


he inside facts of the publication of Grimaldi’s 
life by Charles Dickens are of extreme interest. Thi 
clown had written in rough-and-ready style his own 
story. Bentley, the publisher, had entrusted the 
manuscript for revision to a hack writer, T. Egerton 
Wilks, who made a slovenly job of it. Then Bent- 
ley, who was likewise Dickens’ publisher, gained his 
consent to take the script, edit it and write the 
preface’ At the time, Dickens was busy with a 
long serial novel, Nicholas Nickleby, so he turned 
the work over to his father, John Dickens, an old 
London reporter, and outlined to him the whole 
scheme of the book. John Dickens worked with 
great gusto under the inspiration of his son. He 
put into readable shape Grimaldi’s script. Then 
Charles Dickens revised it all, giving it the magic 
touch of his genius. The preface is a splendid 
tribute to clowns in general and “Joey” in particular. 
When the completed work went on the market, 
Dickens was astounded at the publisher's report that 
the first edition had sold faster than Oliver Twist. 


One last word about Grimaldi. Besides excelling 
as a clown, he was an excellent actor in comedy. 
He reveied in the character of Bob Acres in The 
Rivais and often played the part on provincial tours. 
I imagine that Grimaldi played Bob Acres in much 
the same manner as my friend, James T Powers, 
who recently revitalized “Fighting Bob” in the re- 
vival of Sheridan's comedy in New York. “Bob 
Acres” is an essentially low comedy role, and Sheri- 
dan wrote it to get the laughs. Joseph Jefferson 
certainly took all sorts of liberties with the text. 
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Honesty in the Theater 


= OW that the Broadway theatrical managers 
have tackled seriously the evil of ticket 
speculation, it would be a good idea for 
them to do more house cleaning This 
article is a plea for higher ethics in the 
theater. There should be a little more 
nonesty—or, at least, a finer brand of honesty. And 
in urging a “finer brand of honesty,” I refer par- 
ticularly to the often shabby treatment by the man- 
igers of the theater-going public. 


10 Commandments for Managers 


Entirely without malice, and with the utmost 
cood will, I submit to the New York producing 
managers the following “commandments”: 

1. Thou shalt not hoodwink the suburban- 

ite, or the visitor from afar, by deceptive 

placards placed in front of the theater. 

2. Thou shalt not mislead theatergoers by 

pretending that a gloomy play is a comedy. 

3. Thou shalt not brag about actors. The 

“all-star cast’ has become a joke on the 

public and “a distinguished company of 

players” is a rare sight on the stage. 

4. Thou shalt not titillate the stranger on 

Broadway with the display of photographs 

of nude women outside a theater. Fre- 

quently, the more nude the display, the 
more dressed are the show girls inside. 

5. Thou shalt not exaggerate the size of a 

musical comedy company. 

6. Thou shalt not mutilate an author's 

play in the hope of having a box-office hit. 

Besices, who knows what makes a hit? 

7. Thou shalt not indulge in superlatives 

when advertising a play. 

8. Thou shalt not half quote the critics. 

To half quote a sentence is to misquote. 

And it makes the critics peevish. 

9. Thou shalt not deceive dramatic editors 

by pretending a play is a success when it is 

wabbling along in cut rates. A play can 
sell out and still show a weekly deficit. 

10. Thou shalt not have a first-night 

claque. Loud and undeserved applause does 

not fool the critics. It only annoys them. 


A Stroll Along Broadway 


Let ws suppose that a visitor to New York from 
the North, South or West, avid for amusement, took 
a preliminary stroll on Broadway and in and out 
the streets that cross that famous thorofare in the 
theater district. He stopped in front of the George 
M. Cohan Theater and read a sign that informed 
hin that Mendel, Inc., is “The Greatest Laughing 
Show of All Time”. To the out-of-town visitor such 
an extravagant statement is staggering. But a New 
Yorker is used to that sort of thing. However, it 
can be said that this comedy by David Freedman 
is one cf the funniest plays in. town. 


The visitor to New York strolled thru 42d street. 
On the front of the New Amsterdam Theater he 
read a wooden sign which asserted that there is 
coming soon to that playhouse “America’s, Greatest 
Revue, Earl Carroll's Vanities (Eighth Edition), With 
the Most Beautiful Girls in the World.” The blurb 
added that the revue will be the “Most Stupendous, 
Most Magnificent Production ever made by Earl 
Carroll” In extenuation of such raving it might 
be pointed out that no doubt Mr. Carroll believes 
every word of the prophecy. 

By this time the visitor from Keokuk had became 
a little skeptical. He walked west on 45th street and 
sow a showcard in a show window Reading it, he 
discovered that Strictly Dishonorable is the biggest 
comedy hit in the History of the Theater. Not 
being a dunce he realized that this was a ridiculous 
statement. And he said aloud: “What about Light- 
nin’ and Abte’s Irish Rose and Hoyt’s A Trip to 
Chinatown?” But as he pondered he gave Manager 
Pemberton the benefit of the doubt and said: “Well, 
perhaps Pemberton means in the history of the Avon 
heater.” 

The visitor from Keokuk discovered that the vil- 
lain of The Blue Ghost, the mystery play at the 
Forrest Theater, was the “Arch Fiend of All Time”; 
that a certain comedy had “an eminent cast of 
cistinguished players” of whom he had heard only 
of the leading woman, and that Three Little Girls 
at the Shubert Theater was “The Perfect Musical 
Play”. 

He stopped in front of the Majestic Theater to 
read a placard. He learned that Lew Leslie's Inter- 
national Pevue had “a cast of 200 players”. It was 
during the hot spell in early May and Nat Dorfman, 
who wrote the skits of the revue, was standing in 
the lobby, mopping his brow. 


“Ie it possible,” asked the Keokukian politely, 
“that there were 200 people in the show?” 

“There were 200 when the International Revue 
opened,” replied Dorfman promptly, and without the 
rhost of a smile. “In fact, there were 150 extras in 
the Montmartre scene. But during the warm weath- 
er we cut the company down to 150, as we did not 
want to have more people on the stage than in the 
audience” 

Having cracked his little joke, Dorfman departed. 

(tt might be said in passing that a big musical 
show seldom has more than 70 in the company, not 
counting the stage crew. But if you made a wager 
with Nat Dorfman, and the wager were large enough, 
“he sly aog might hire enough extras to fill out the 
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150 quota and win the wager. 
are alert and wide awake!)

When the Keokukian returned to his hotel he re- 
ported to the other Keokukians in his party that 
Broadway was like a circus, with a ballyhoo and 
everything. 


Deceptive Placards 


The placing of deceptive placards in front of a 
theater is too common an occurrer.ce to need much 
comment. However, just to cite one example there 
was a moderately amusing comedy by George Rosener, 
enttitled She Got What She Wanted, that played 
Wallack’s Thenter last season. It was a mild sex 
pley. But if the passerby had taken seriously the 
sigas that were exhibited outside the theater he 
wvuuld have believed that the play was daringly sen- 
sgticnal—which it wasn’t. 


It was Horace Walpole who said: “The world is 
a comedy to those that think, a tragedy to those 
who fecl.” This holds true also of the stage The 
average theatergoer feels much more than he thinks. 
For a manager to endeavor to give Balzac’s Comedie 
Humaine twist to a gloomy play will be miscon- 
strucd by all theatergoers who feel more than they 
think. Some years ago Brock Pemberton announced 
on a placard placed outside of the 44th Street Thea- 
ter that Pirandello’s The Living Mask (also known as 
ilenry IV) was “a comedy”. Of course, Mr. Pember- 
ton used comedy in a philosophical and satirical 
sense. And let us admit that life itself is a comedy, 
however grim the humor. But the average theater- 
goer considered the play a tragedy, especially as one 
character was murdered. When Dutton's published 
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drames its title pa read: “A Tragedy in Three 
Acts”. And highly I esteem Mr. Pemberton, I 
must say that his jign characterizing the play as 
a comedy must have pores some playgoers into seeing 
The Living Mask u pure what, to them, was false 
pretenscs. 


A Chekhov “Cofmedy” 


s committed by Jed Harris when 
="y Chekhov's deeply moving 

is only a comedy in the 
left-handed sense t it is not actualiy a tragedy in 
which blood is shed.? And certainly the last two acts 
of thic fovr-act draga are unadulterated gloom. I 
can find no authorify to back up Mr. Harris in his 
fixed idea that Uncle Vanya is a comedy. The play 
is never spoken of a comedy in The Life and Let- 
ters of Anton Chekl#pv, and Constantin Stanislavsky, 
who created the title role when the Moscow Art 
Theater produced t play, Made no reference to 
Urcle Vanya as a comedy in his stage autobiography, 
My Lije in Art. 

When the pleasulf-seeking person goes to see a 
comedy he expects toflaugh or, at any rate, to be en- 
tertained. He becorfes uneasy when he perceives 
that a play has shiftq@m to a minor key, and when the 
sadness continues or? and on he becomes unhappy 
Judging from a matiffee audience that I watched at 
the Cort Theater mahy theatergoers who knew Jed 
Harris as a producer better than they knew Chekhov 
us a playwright haf an unhappy time watching 
Uncle Vanya. It is @bviously a short-sighted policy 
ou the part of a pgpducer to persuade the wrong 
audienve to see his jay. The disappointed theater- 
goers, whe feel thag they have wasted time and 
money. will give wprd-of-mouth advertising with 
reverse Fnglish.

The Half Quotation ; 


Concerning the very bad habit that some pro- 
ducers, or their press agents, have of half quoting a 
sentence written by a dramatic critic, let me quote 
a classic example. That brilliant wit, the late 
Lawrence Reamer, long critic of The Sun, wrote a 
review of a play produced by William A. Brady in 
which he said that “judging by the applause of Mr. 
Brady’s friends, it is the play of the century.” Among 
the quotations from the critics the following ap- 
peared in the newspaper advertisements: “Play of 
the century—Lawrence Reamer.” 


The most enthusiastic audience I have ever seen 
and heard was at the opening, some years ago, 
of She’s in Again, a weak farce by the late Tommy 
Gray. At the time the play was presented the 
much-beloved author was one of the most popular 
figures on Broadway. The Gaiety Theater was packed 
with Tommy Gray’s friends from orchestra to gallery. 
The only hit that I can remember of this play was 
when a door flew open revealing a pretty servant 
seateU ina bathtub. Only her head and bare 
shoulders were revealed, the rest of her beauty being 
kLft to the audience’s imagination. The play was 
enly so-so and ran for some six or eight weeks. But 
if the applause had been any criterion the play 
should have run for a year. The thunderous ap- 
piause, however, did not mislead the critics, who 
realized that it was a genuine, spontaneous tribute 
to Tommy Gray and had little to do with the 
entertainment value of the farce. 


A Proposed City Ordinance 


Let me put myself on record as being strongly in 
favor of having the New York Board of Aldermen 
pass an ordinance that would require the tenant 
of a theater, or the theater management, to place 
am accurate statement in front of the theater as to 
the kind of entertainment that is shown on the 
Stage. By that means, any playgoer who is not well 
posted concerning the Broadway plays would not be 
decoyed by misleading placards into seeing some 
variety of drama in which he is not interested. Here 
are examples of what I mean: 


“Uncle Vanya, Chekhov's tragi-comedy.” 
“General John Regan, a farce-comedy of Irish 
life.” 


“Harlem, a melodramatic episode of life in New 
Yerk’s Black Belt.” 


“The Anple Cart, Bernard Shaw's political extrava- 
ganza in two acts and an interlude.” 


"Serena Blandish or The Difficulty of Getting 
Married, a Fabulous Comedy in 2 acts and 10 scenes. 


‘The Better ’Ole or The Romance of Old Bill, A 
Fragment From France in Two Explosions, Seven 
Splinters and a Gas Attack.” (Fanciful, but accurate 
enough.) 


“The Torch Bearers, a Farce by George Kelly Satir- 
izing the Little Theater Movement.” 


“Follow Thru, a musical comedy of country club 
life.” 


“The Mountain Man, by Clare Kummer, a love 
story.” 


And here is the description of a play that would 
no’ mean much to the average theatergoer and 
therefore would not be satisfactory. Children of 
Darkness, the play by Edwin Justus Mayer, was 
characterized on the program as “a play in the 
picaresque manner.” It would be more explanatory, 
even if less literary, to say that it is “a drama deal- 
ing with 18th century life in Newgate Prison, Lon- 
con.” 


The casual, entertainment-seeking theatergoer 
had perhaps the rawest deal if, by chance, he had 
happened to see a performance of Galsworthy’s play, 
Juctice, in which John Barrymore acted so poignant- 
ly over a decade ago. An uninformed person might 
have supposed from the title that it was a melo- 
crama with a revenge theme, accepting the word 
“justice” in the Judaic sense of an eye for an eye 
and a tooth for a tooth. What must have been the 
dismay of any tired business man upon his discovery 
that ne was watching a serious drama dealing with 
tne injustice of the law and of society in general 
toward a first offender. The unfortunate seeker after 
diversion had social propaganda forced upon him 
when he wanted only amusement. 


A 100 Per Cent Honest Theater 


Emercon wrote in his “Journals” that “it is very 
hard to be simple enough to be good.” How much 
simpler one must be to become completely honest! 
The Broadwayite is cynical, sophisticated, sometimes 
kind, egocentric, vain, publicity seeking—but simple 
he is not. Altho I have frequented Broadway for 
15 «years, I have remained simple enough to dream 
that some day the theater, as represented by Broéd- 
way, will become 100 per cent honest. Help the psor 
lambs who thirst after entertainment to find just 
the recreation they need. Do not mislead them, 
O Broadway managers, for they are innocents who 
know not what you do—until after the play 1s over.

Failure to take out the necessary plates means a 


penalty for each unlicensed wagon, in addition to the regular fee. 
Shows whose home State has a trailer license law and whose wagons 
carry the necessary plates will not be interfered with.

In what century did Mouza-ba- 
baloued first turn his prophetic wheel 
under the awning at his caravan? I as- 
sure you that it is beyond the recollec- 
tion of grandchildren or of their grand- 
fathers. At all events it is certain that 
from our birth we feel some curiosity 
mingled with a delicious dread of the 
mountebank, the picturesque wanderer 
who passes our house at the same date 
in every year, like the migratory bird, 
who disappears one morning without 
anyone knowing where he has gone, or 
even with a certainty where he has come 
from; encamped on the wayside, his ket- 
tle installed on a heap of stones, his 
tired steed munching the dusty grass, 
his half-naked children wandering 
‘round the caravan, whilst the light 
shining thru the little red curtain 
throws the resemblance of a plash of 
paint on the road. 

“This is the rear guard, the voluntary 
lageard, the hermit who wishes to re- 
main alone until the end. He has not 
changed any of the customs of his an- 
cestors, preferring to separate from his 
comrades rather than conform to new 
ways.”

START YOUR 
SEASON RIGHT 
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Better Rink Music 
By FRANK VERNON 


Bringing up a discussion thru your 
valuable paper on skating-rink music I 
feel is going to get the rink owners a 
better instrument and better music. A 
large percentage of music rolls have va- 
rious numbers no good for skating. In 
the past the manufacturers made an 
effort to have these rolls serve for skat- 
ing and carousels and other rides, but 
they won't work today. The rides re- 
quire quick, devilish pieces, and these 
won't answer for roller skating. An- 
other bad mistake: So many rolls con- 
tain the same pieces, where all rolls 
should have six pieces that are not on 
other rolls. There are enough late and 
new waltzes, one-steps and marches 
written that a new roll could be created 
each month. Six-piece rolls, each piece 
playing four minutes, making the entire 
roll run 24 minutes, would be excellent. 


It is not a good het, nor is it profit- 
able for the makers of music to cut 
special rolls, unless one can afford to 
pay for the master roll, for what num- 
bers appeal to one may not appeal to 
others, and, perhaps, the roll would not 
be salable, therefore a loss. 

Rink owners, professional skaters and 
managers ought to write in and suggest 
what they believe would be an excellent 
piece to skate with, and then the manu- 
facturers could give it consideration. 
The manufacturers also, before making 
a master roll, should be sure that the 
pieces they are going to cut are good for 
skating numbers. Of course, the real 
skating music is a waltz and a good 
march. 

The exchange of music would be great, 
as I outlined in one of my previous 
articles. Surely no rink operator would 
attempt to exchange a useless role with 
a brother operator. Should anyone at- 
tempt such a thing it would be a costly 
move, for he could quickly be advertised 
to other operators. 

‘Tis true some of the operators, or 
their help, are careless with music. They 
leave it on top of their organs exposed 


to dirt, dampness and other damaging 
things. Why not get a case or make 
a nice box to keep music in? After play- 
ing a piece and changing to another see 
that the piece is properly placed in its 
Own box and then in the specially built 
Case or box. 

I always used and believed in the lar- 
ger-size organs, say 57 to 65 keys, as 
they can be used in both large apd 
small buildings. In the smaller build- 
ings One can pull his stops and get the 
required volume desired. The more keys 
the better the music. With keen com- 
petition nowadays I know there will je 
great changes in the organs and ” 
value of the music also. 

Look over all the old-time operators 
and the larger percentage of the new- 
comers. They all use organs. Of couse 
in the real big cities some use a band of 
7 to 10 pieces or a larger pipe organ. 
The noise-maker music boxes are a thing 
of the past. Skaters demand music en- 
Joyable to skate to and equally enjoy- 
able to iisten to. I am speaking from 
many years’ experience, and what I have 
said is for the best interests of the rink 
operator.

“Pluggers” barred from 
member fairs of Int'l Asso- 
cition of Fairs and Expos. 


In order to keep the live-stock shows 
on a high plane, a ruling has been is- 
sued by the International Association of 
Fairs and Expositions whereby its mem- 
bers will bar from their respective fairs 
and expositions the practice of plugging 
or tampering with exhibition animals. 

“Any artificial means of removing or 
remedying physical defects of conforma- 
tion in exhibition animals, such as cut- 
ting ties or lifting and filling under the 
skin,” reads the ruling, “will be con- 
sidered as fraud and deception. All ani- 
mals giving evidence of such treatment 
will be barred at all fairs holding mem- 
bership in the International Association 
of Fairs and Expositions. 

“In case any premium should be 
awarded to an exhibitor on animals 
shown in violation of this rule at any 
fair that is a member of the Interna- 
tional Association of Fairs and Exposi- 
tions, the fair management, on obtaining 
conclusive evidence of such violation, 
will immediately request the exhibitor 
to refund all premium moneys, cups, 
trophies and ribbons awarded in viola- 
tion of this rule. Failure on the part 
of the exhibitor to comply with this re- 
quest within 10 days will automatically 
bar him as an exhibitor from all classes 
at all fairs or exhibitions that are mem- 
bers of the International Association of 
Fairs and Expositions and he can only 
be reinstated by a majority vote of the 
board of directors of said association. 

“The secretary of each fair belonging 
to the International Association of Fairs 
and Expositions will promptly report all 
violations of this rule to the secretary of 
the association, who shall notify all 
members. 

“This rule shall apply to all beef cat- 
tle exhibited in the fat classes calved 
since March 1, 1929, and in the breeding 
classes since May 1, 1929, and in the 
dairy breeds all animals calved since 
February 1, 1929.” 


Salem, N. J., Fair Earlier 


Salem, N. J., June 14.—The annual 
Salem County Fair, which is to be held 
in Johnson Park here, will be one week 
earlier than in previous years. This 
year’s dates are August 27-29. Plans call 
for an expansion along all lines, espe- 
cially farm machinery. Last year the 
farm machinery show attracted con- 
siderable attention, and it is felt that 
a general expansion is of great impor- 
tance. With the dates earlier the farm 
products should be better than ever. 
With the aid of certain funds secured 
from the State premiums will be paid 
for poultry exhibits this year. The 
cattle and pigs exhibited by 4-H Club 
members will also come in for certain 
premiums. The expense Of the fair is 
taken care of from public and private 
funds. 


Yazoo Fair Gets Aid 


YAZOO CITY, Miss., June 14.—The 
Yazoo County Fair, one of the best 
county agricultural exhibitions in the 
State, will be assisted again this year in 
defraying the expenses of the event by 
the Yazoo County Board of Supervisors. 
That body, in regular monthly session, 
voted an appropriation of $1,000 to the 
fair.

Fair Breaks and Fair Shakes 


By AL HARTMANN

G. BYLANDER, president of the International Association of 

e Fairs and Expositions, and secretary-general manager of the 
Arkansas State Fair, Little Rock, has been flooded with in- 
quiries in reference to the Arkansas Supreme Court decision in favor 
of the Arkansas State Fair Association. “I think in affirming the judg- 
ment in the case of Dr. R. L. Saxon,” says Bylander, “the court has put its 
approval upon the amusements at State fairs in no uncertain terms.” 


As we said before in this column, the case is one of vast importance 
to secretaries of fairs thruout the country, and while most of the details 
have already been published, Bylander sends us a copy of “The Law Re- 
porter” containing an official record of the case, as well as the one in 
which W. D. Thomas was involved. Both suits were appealed from the 
Pulaski Circuit Court, Third Division, and the high court upheld the lower 
court in each instance. 


In the case of Thomas, a subscription agreement for the purchase of 
$250 of the capital stock of the Arkansas State Fair Association was signed 
by him. The subscription agreement provided that the amount might be 
paid in installments, and that upon full payment of the purchase 
price, “the fair association will issue and deliver to the undersigned the 
number of shares hereby subscribed for, which shall be fully paid and non- 
assessable.” Thomas paid $50, leaving a balance of $200, for which he gave 
a@ promissory note. Judgment was rendered against Thomas in the 
Municipal Court and in the Circuit Court on appeal. Counsel for Thomas 
contended that the note was void, because it was in violation of a section 
of the Constitution, which provides: “No private corporation shall issue 
stocks or bonds, except for money or property actually received or labor 
done.” The court held that Thomas did not purchase stock and the 
fair association did not sell him any. He signed an agreement which 
bound him to pay certain moneys at a certain time, compliance with 
which entitled him to a certain amount of the fair association’s stock. 
The court held that the prohibition of the constitution is directed against 
the issuance of stocks or bonds by private corporations except for money, 
etc.; that the fair association has not issued the appellant any stock, and 
is not going to do so except for money. 


In the case of Saxon, an instrument was signed calling for 500 shares 
of the capital stock of the Arkansas State Fair Association of a total par 
value of $1,000, upon the payment of which the fair association would 
issue and deliver the shares. Here, the same as in the case of Thomas, 
counsel for Saxon contended that the contract was void, because “no 
private corporation shall issue stocks,” etc., and secondly, that the trans- 
action was in violation of the “Blue Sky Law”. In the first instance, the 
court held that the instrument was not a promissory note, but a con- 
tract for the purchase of stock to be delivered when payment was made. 
In the second instance, the court held that the fair association was not 
required to take out a permit to sell its stock, but that it came under the 
clause which exempts “securities of any domestic corporation organized 
without capital stock and not for pecuniary gain, but exclusively for edu- 
cational, benevolent, charitable or reformatory purposes.” 


While conceding that the fair association “is quasi educational in nature”, 
counsel for Saxon insisted, because of the use of the words “exclusively 
educational”, the fair association did not come within the exception, for 
in addition to the exhibits, horse racing and harmless amusements are 
engaged in as a part of the fair. “These amusements,” the court ruled, 
“no more detract from the exclusively educational nature of the associa- 
tion than do the swings and playgrounds in the schoolyard for the use 
of the children at stated intervals render a public school not ‘exclusively 
educational. These are but incidents to the main purpose, and in aid of 
it, and it might be said that a certain emount of amusements are neces- 
sary in any educational enterprise. Since fairs are created to bring to- 
gether those engaged in agricultural pursuits, stock raising, manufacturing 
farm implements, etc., so they may better discuss conditions and improve 
themselves in matters cf farming and stock raising, and the amusement 
features are but to afford periods of relaxation. It is our opinion that the 
appellee association falls within the exemption of the statute, and may 
be said to be exclusively educational within its meaning, and, therefore. 
no permit was needed for the sale cf its stock. We think the holding of 
the court below was correct, and its Judgment is affirmed.” 


Proposal for State build- 
ings at Southeastern Fair to 
be considered this fall 


ATLANTA, Ga., June 14.—In announc- 
ing plans for the Southeastern Fair here 
this year Alfred C. Newell, the newly 
elected president of the association, says 
that leading business men from the 
Southeastern States will be called into 
conference during the 1930 fair to con- 
sider a proposal for the erection of State 
buildings on the grounds to house com- 
prehensive exhibits of the productions, 
the life and activities of those States. 

“This year we will consolidate our 
position and take steps to put the fair 
in the exposition class,” declares Newell 
“To succeed in that we must do some- 
thing of real utility and value to manu- 
facturers, farmers, merchants and the 
public. The most urgent economic need 
of this region is a market for its 
products. To this end we will bend our 
energies. 

“We will call a conference during the 
fair of leading men from the South- 
eastern States and propose to them that 
the State government and the business 
men of each Southeastern State get to- 
gether and make arrangements to erect 
on the fairgrounds a State building 
which will house a comprehensive ex- 
hibit of the products, the life and the 
activities of that State. 

“To make that worth their while we 
have definite plans to make the fair a 
market as well as a place of exhibition. 
In this we expect to go beyond the 
usual functions of a fair because the 
times demand more.” 

Others elected to serve with Newell 
are Judge John §S. Candler, vice-presi- 
dent; Oscar Mills, general manager; 
Henry Davis, treasurer; Robert B. Trout- 
man, general counsel, and Mell R. Wil- 
kinson, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee. 

The executive council will be com- 
posed of Colone] Frederick J. Paxon, 
chairman, and Ivan Allen, Mell R. Wil- 
kinson, Philip Alston, Lee Ashcraft, 
Frank Butler, E. P. McBurney, Horace 
Russell and C. Arthur Kitchings. 

An advisory board will be composed 
of all ex-presidents of the fair and other 
leading men to be chosen from Atlanta 
and the State at large, with Ivan Allen 
as chairman. 


Bring Foreclosure Suit 


Against Sioux City Fair 


DES MOINES, Ia., June 14.—Suit has 
been filed in District Court at Sioux 
City, Ia., for foreclosure of a $123,967 
Mortgage given the Sioux City Service 
Company by the Interstate Fair Associa- 
tion. The sum represents six promissory 
notes dated March 1, 1923, and payable 
one year after date. 

The mortgage involves the grounds 
where the Interstate Fair was held for 
many years. Part of the ground is now 
occupied by the Riverview Amusement 
Company. 


Miller Shows at Hoboken, Ga. 
HOBOKEN, Ga., June 14.—The Al H. 
Miller Shows are booked for the home- 
coming celebration here the week of July 
1-5. Concessions are being booked in- 
Gependent. The Miller outfit is also 
booked for the fair at Hoboken, Septem- 
ber 22-27, as an independent amusement; 
in fact, all booking will be independent, 
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Minn. Fair Men

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 14.—Of- 
ficials of county fairs from all districts 
of the State gathered at the Nicollet 
Hotel here last Friday afternoon for the 
annval summer conference of the Mine 
nesota Federation of County Pairs. 
Problems of 1930 programs were discussed, 
the stimulation of more extensive and 
broader programs for county fairs and 
the promotion of boys and girls’ work 
thru the fairs being the principal ob- 
jects.

In ceder tc meke the matter clear 
as to what engagements to write 
them about: Notice the construction 
of them in this issue. Also note that 
the data is (or should be) regarding a 
COMPLETE engagement—instead of a 
half week one “letter” and the other 
half in the next one, for the follow- 
ing issue—as has been the custom for 
many years (which left a sort of 
mixup and did not get to the readers 
until a week after the last engage- 
ment written about anyway). They 
should be written early and mailed 
early during a week (every week), 
and the comment should be wnolly 
about the preceding week's stand— 
comment on the engagement being 
played when the “letter” is written 
should be handled the next week. 

Here's another point: News of spe- 
cial interest to the readers—accidents, 
fires or other like subjects of out- 
standing news value—should be writ- 
ten separately, to be used as special- 
headed articles (on the first and sec- 
ond CARNIVAL pages if possible). 

One of the MAIN points: Be sure to 
get the “letters” to our Cincinnati 
office before Saturdays—otherwise 
there is very little chance of them 
getting in the “next” issue If writ- 
ten early in weeks (Mondays, if con- 
venient) they should reach Cincy in 
plenty of time.

THE FOLLOWING NEWSNOTE, in 
part, signed C. H. Brigham, Constable, 
Waterford, Conn., and dated June 10, 
was received by The Billboard: “A. Dr.

‘right spot’. where one of its ‘star per- 
formers’ stands a good chance of being 
ridden out of town on a rail!” In another 
State a newspaper with a heavy circula- 
tion featured a story on “it”, with a big- 
type heading that stretched across the 
top of one of its pages. No, this is no 
“campaign”! Nor is it “Carnival Ob- 
servations”. But it is calling attention 
to carelessness on the part of some 
managers

ites”! Its editor isn’t of that caliber!

What an excellent series of performances 
it presents. Ten lilliputians, men and 
women, each a musician and performer.

there are 138 men—circus and carnival 
followers, actors, musicians and pitch- 
men—known as Dusty Rhodes.

I 
have heard hundreds of health lecturers 
in Los Angeles, New Orleans, Kansas City, 
Philadelphia and New York, including 
Dr. Estes, Richardson, Bernarr Macfad- 
den, Bill Boyce, Eddie Ross and Max 
Reynolds, at Coney Island, and I think 
Doc McCarty is the best all-round health 
orator.” 


“HELLO, EVERYBODY!” the old re- 
liable Doc Kreis hails from Elmhurst, 
Pa. “This is just a pipe telling about 
conditions as I have found them in the 
last eight weeks. I opened at Coopers 
Plains, N. ¥., with a female partner and 
a couple of amateur performers and 
found business fair enough.

Goldsboro was good, but here I heard 
more about the med. Man swapping 
votes for booze. La Anna, Pa., a virgin 
spot, was wonderful. Maplewood was 
terrible for biz. Rained four nights, and 
again I was haunted with tales of the 
med. man taking lamp globes from the 
exhibition hall and selling resurrection 
plants that never grew. Madisonville 
was a red one, but again I had to listen 
to squawks about the identical med. 

That 
all goes to help business. Yes? At 
Elmhurst, my present stand, opened to 
good business. It certainly seems good 


to at least hit a town where I hear no 
stories of the med. man that went be- 
fore.

I 
have heard hundreds of health lecturers 
in Los Angeles, New Orleans, Kansas City, 
Philadelphia and New York, including 
Dr. Estes, Richardson, Bernarr Macfad- 
den, Bill Boyce, Eddie Ross and Max 
Reynolds, at Coney Island, and I think 
Doc McCarty is the best all-round health 
orator.” 


“HELLO, EVERYBODY!” the old re- 
liable Doc Kreis hails from Elmhurst, 
Pa. “This is just a pipe telling about 
conditions as I have found them in the 
last eight weeks. I opened at Coopers 
Plains, N. Y., with a female partner and 
a couple of amateur performers and 
found business fair enough. At Lindley, 
N. Y., business was very good. There 
Billy and Fanny Crawford joined the 
show. At Campbell, N. Y., we opened 
very good, but I closed the opera on 
Tuesday night for good and sufficient 
reason, and partner still owes me $19. 
I came to Scranton and opened, with 
Howard Vail doing singing, talking, 
dancing and black-face comedy in acts 
and specialties; Lillian and Billy Beggs, 
piano and banjo specialties and working 
acts, and myself lecturing, doing office 
and optometry, as well as specialties and 
serving as janitor, flunky and what not. 
Tobyanna was good, but I was told 
plenty about a med. man chasing his 
wife around with a loaded revolver. 
Goldsboro was good, but here I heard 
more about the med. man swapping 
votes for tgoze. La Anna, Pa., a virgin 
spot, was wonderful. Maplewood was 
terrible for biz. Rained four nights, and 
again I was haunted with tales of the 
med. man taking lamp globes from the 
exhibition hall and selling resurrection 
plants that never grew. Madisonville 
was a red one, but again I had to listen 
to squawks about the identical med. 
man taking dishes away with him. That 
all goes to help business. Yes? At 
Elmhurst, my present stand, opened to 
good business. It certainly seems good 
to at least hit a town where I hear no 
stories of the med. man that went be- 
fore. But I have just learned that the 
busy one had trouble in Moscow, Pa., 
and I go to Moscow for the week of 
June 9. At any rate I'll be able to tell 
it to the natives before they can tell 
it to me this time.

oftentiraes the theaters sponsoring the 
Geception. 

On making inquiries as to the reason 
fcr using the streamers for gallery and 
ad-carrying folders for orchestra, we 
were informed that the printer didn’t 
consider the gallerites any inducement 
to local advertisers. 

Further inquiries disclosed the fact 
that a program-printing specialist pro- 
vides for the orchestra patrons a sterec- 
typed style of folding program for most 
of the burlesque houses’ orchestra pa- 
trons in and around this city at the rate 
of 10,000 weekly for $18 and the privilege 
cf utilizing as much space as he requires 
for local advertisers. the payment of 
same being retained by him personally. 

This arrangement is, in all probability, 
responsible for the variance in space al- 
lotted to the show, and the small style 
type used for presentations. 

We have often criticized the house 
management and show management for 
the absence of choristers’ names on pro- 
grams and their alibi was, the influx of 
local ads for one or more weeks making 
it necessary to eliminate the names of 
choristers. 

This is an imposition on the choristers, 
and especially the patrons, for after all is 
said and done, the choristers are the 
strongest drawing cards in burlesque. 

While on this part.cular subject, we 
herein record our personal grievance 
against those vesponsible for the proper 
programing of choristers working in 
scenes, doing specialties or leading 
numbers. 

If these girls are good enough to step 
out of line and become a distinctive 
part of the presentation they are good 
enough to be properly programed, and 
if we are willing to give up the time and 
labor necessary to review these presenta- 
tions, we are entitled to a practical pro- 
gram. 

We have had cause aplenty to criticize 
the directing management of several 
theaters for their disregard of the rights

spelling of the names of those they did 
Know.

Nahan Franko, for nearly 25 
years concertmaster or conductor 
of the Metropolitan Opera Com- 
pany’s Orchestra, died in a sana- 
torium at Amityville, L. I. last 
week. He suffered a stroke of 
paralysis some weeks ago. Death 
was caused by a clot on the brain. 
The orchestra conductor and vio- 
linist was one of the most con- 
spicuous figures in New York’s 
musical circles for half a century. 
Recently he had been conducting 
his own orchestras in Central 
Park, City College Stadium dnd 
the McAlpin Hotel. Franko was a 
native of New Orleans At. the 
age of eight he appeared at old 
Steinway Hall, New York, in a 
violin and piano quintet with his 
brothers and sisters. Nahan, as a 


child violinist, was taken by 
Adelina Patti on a concert tour of 
the world shortly afterward 


Franko received his preliminary 
training in orchestra work in Ber- 
lin, where he studied under such 
masters as Rappoldi, De Ahna, 
Wilhelmj and Joachim. In his 
teens he joined the Metropolitan’s 
orchestra as violinist and in 1883 
became concertmaster. In 1905 he 
was made conductor. In 1907 he 
left to form ‘his own orchestra and 
thereafter gave public and private 
concerts for two decades.

Shoved back into a rehearsal hal] for 
two or three weeks, with plenty of 
changes and rewriting taking place, this 
act May emerge as presentable for the 
intermediates. As caught at this date 
it never attains its purpose to provide 
entertainment. The three fems. and a 
hke number of males come on and off 
the stage without care taken as to 
whether they belong or not. Their chat- 
ter material is bad, and so is the diction 
all around. It is built on skit lines, 
but only a puzzle solver could under- 
stand it. 

The standard bearer, a cute little fem., 
is one of the least talented in the act. 
Another male takes honors with her in 
that category. The outstanding mem- 
bers of the cast are boy and girl dancers, 
the former doing tap routines and the 
latter a high-kick number. One male 
sings Cherie in fair fashion. 

Patsy Callahan is represented as a 
wealthy gal traveling with a chaperone 
and visiting her cousin (the male 
singer).

The 
hoofer goes for the chaperone and the 
male cousin is in love with the high- 
kick dancer. There is an unfunny 
blackout in an artist’s studio and an 
outdoor set, with all three couples mak- 
ing love in comedy fashion on so many 
benches. Patsy does a broken-down tap 
solo.

Style—Comedy and acrobatics. Setting 
—In two. Time—Twelve minutes. 

Max Cooper and John Orren are doing 
a comedy turn that is strictly an item 
for houses other than the better class 
ones. Not that it isn’t entertaining 
enough, but the stuff they do is only 
good for audiences who are not too par- 
ticular about what or how the comedy 
is served. They work is_ loose-fitting 
raiment, pulling a lot of hoky byplays, 
most of which is small-timey, and later 
going in for burlesqued acrobatics.

THEATER SUIT 


(Continued from page 3) 

which, they say, serve entirely different 
clienteles. An imposing array of legal 
talent has been engaged by each side. 
Barratt O’Hara, former Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor of Illinois, and Judge Ronald C. 
Oldham represent the Hulquist Brothers. 
Balaban & Katz are represented by Ross 
C. Hall. The case is to be heard in the 
court of Federal Judge James Wilkerson. 

Interest in the case is heightened thru 
the fact that the defendants are alleged 
1o have given two other theaters in their 
circuis names that are already being used 
by smaller theaters in Chicago, and that 
there are like instances in various cities 
in connection with other circuits. It is 
deemed prcbable that should the Hul- 
quist Brothers be successful in their 
fight, other suits of a similar nature will 
be filed 

In their complaint. the Hulquist 
Brothers allege that in 1908 the firm of 
Fishenberger & Selig leased the property 
at 614 South State street, and after re- 
modeling the building opened it as the 
Chicago Theater; that in 1918 they (the 
Hulguist Brothers) purchased the thea- 
ter from Fishenberger & Selig, and have 
operated it since that time as a motion 
picture, musical comedy, vaudeville and 
burlesque theater. The name “Chicago 
Theater” was used continuously, they 
state, and came to have a fixed and 
definite meaning in the mind of the 
public. They further allege that in 1923 
the defendants opened a theater at 175 
North State street, and “with the intent 
te defraud and with the intent to wrong- 
fully and unfairly compete in business 
with the complainants, selected and 
adopted as the name for their said thea- 
ter the name Chicago Theater , 

The use of the name Chicago Theater 
by the defendants is claimed to have 
caused much confusion in the delivery 
of mail and telegrams, and in other 
ways, much to the detriment of the com- 


plainants. A permarent injunction en- 
joining the use of the name by Balaban 
& Katz is sought: also a temporary in- 
Junction pending action on the per- 
manent injunction. 

In answer to the complaint, Balaban 
& Katz have filed with the court 
voluminous affidavits In th e@ it ts 
scught to show that the Chicago Thea- 
ter, at 614 South State street, is a thea- 
ter of the “shooting-gallery” type, 
patronized by “hoodlums, loafers, hobos, 
vagrants and floaters.” and that its en- 
tertainment consists of “an old silent 
picture along with cheap, sensational 
burlesque,” while the defendants’ thea- 
ter presents only the highest type of en- 
tertainment, and caters to the highest 
type of people. 

In refutation of these assertions, Hul- 
quist sets forth in bis affidavit that the 
entertainment offered in his theater does 
not consist of “motion pictures almost 
entirely limited to Western cowboy, 
criminal detective or sex appeal, 
and expressly denies that in the theater 
of this affiant there is shown a 
class of entertainment known as bur- 
lesque, in which female players of the 
grosser type predominate.” He calls at- 
tention to the fact that only pictures 
approved by the censor board and given 
a “white slip” have been exhibited in his 
theater, while the defendants’ theater 
has shown at least one film given a “pink 
slip”, thus marking it as unfit for chil- 
dren. We further alleges that “many 
pictures shown at the ‘big’ Chicago Thea- 
ter are not only obscene, but vile, an 
insult to public decency, and should not 
be exbibited in the ‘big’ or in the ‘little’ 
Chicago Theater.” 

Regarding the character of entertain- 
ment, Hulquist in his affidavit says: 
“Affidavit says there is but one difference 
between the type of entertainment 
known as ‘revu?’ or ‘musical comedy’ and 
that type known as ‘burlesque’; that 
where the female performers appearing 
on the program are vounger and some- 
times more beautiful, and at the same 
time more bold, more daring and more 
risque, the show is a ‘revue” or it is 
‘musical comedy’ When these same 
female performers get older, less beauti- 
ful and attractive, less daring, less bold 
and less risque, get to realize that a 
certain portion at least of their body 
must be covered with clothing to con- 
ceal the marks of age, and begin to ap- 
pear on the stages for less compensation 
und in theaters where a smaller admis- 
sion charge is made, then the show is 
‘burlesque’.” 

The affidavit of A. D. Smith, in sup- 
port of the complainants’ contention 
that the two theaters are confused in

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Old-Time Showmen 


By CHARLES BERNARD 


Aaron Turner’s name stood out promi- 
nently in connection with traveling cCir- 
cuses early in the 19th century. Turner 
was an Englishman who had established 
a reputation in his native country as an 
expert equestrian. He. had raised two 
sons, Tim and Napoleon, who had been 
trained in the profession and were good 
riders and vaulters. In 1817 the father 
and two sons came to America, became 
identified with the traveling shows, of 
which there was then quite a number 
traveling in the New England and At- 
lantic Coast States. The Turners estab- 
lished themselves with the growing cir- 
cus industry of America and the name 
took its place among the leaders in the 
business. 


The so-called “rolling shows” had 
begun to accumulate soon after 1800. 
At first they were small affairs, con- 
sisting of a couple of wagons, four 


horses and some six or eight performers, 
mostly tumblers and vaulters; perhaps 
a trick man and the indispensable clown, 
which was an absolute essential with 
every show classed as a circus. There 
was no band, save a fiddle or two; no 
lady in gauze and spangles, no ring- 
master and no tent. They carried some 
six-foot poles which were planted in a 
circle, around which was stretched a 
canvas to keep them from the gaze of 
outsiders: a few boards served to build 
an inside platform slightly above the 
ground for acrobatic performance, jig 
dancing and similar acts. The rest of 


their loads was baggage, cooking utensils

Was open to sun and rain until some 
resourceful nomad introduced a center 
pole and canvas covering for the en- 
closure, 

The earlier shows had no seats except 
such as could be borrowed for the lady 
patrons. Sometimes the wagons were 
drawn into the inclosure and the crowd 
permitted to mount them. In that 
period of circus exhibitions 250 specta- 
tors at a 25-cent admission was a big 
house. Usually a man went ahead, pro- 
cured the license, rented a lot, placarded 
all conspicuous places, and just in ad- 
vance of the show’s arrival a bugler on 
horseback announced the approach of 
the show. The clown in costume would 
appear on the village green and an- 
nounce the time of performance. All 
this gradually improved as the arrival 
of professionals in America brought into 
use the ideas of those who had been long 
identified with Old World circuses. 
Greenwood’'s compilation on the progress 
of circus development in America up to 
1835 gave the approximate number of 
small shows On the road in 1820 as 30. 

About 1828 Buckley & Wicks Circus 
was an innovation in size and equip- 
ment. It had 40 horses, 8 wagons, 35 
people and a tent of 75 feet diameter, 
accommodating 800 spectators. Eaton 
Stone, reputed to be the first American 
trick rider Om a bareback horse, was 
with Buckley & Wicks, then joining the 
Purdy & Welch Show, which appears to 
have been the first company to carry a 
band and give a parade. None of these 
traveling circuses ventufred as far west 
as Chicago until 1847, when Louis Jones 
led the way. Eaton Stone, after his en- 
gagement with Buckley & Wicks and 
Purdy & Welch, was featured by Howes 
at the Richland Hill Circus, New York, 
in 1833. Later he made an extensive 
European visit, returned to America in 
1855 and remained active in the pro- 
fession unti] 1868, then retiring to his 
farm at Franklin, near Nutley, N. J. 
There he established a circus training 
school, and as late as 1898, in his 80th 
year, was presiding over it. 


Main Cireus Headed 
For New York Territory 


SALEM, O., June 14.—Piloted by the 
veteran showman, Walter L. Main, the 
motorized show bearing his name spent 
more than two weeks in Ohio and with 
the next stand enters Pennsylvaaia for 
a short stay and then heads east to 
New York territory. Despite an all-day 
rain, which caused abandonment of the 
parade, the Main Circus did a nice busi- 
ness at the two performances here. 

Mrs. Walter L. Main, in charge of the 
show at the present time, her husband 
being occupied now in the advance, is 
handling the executive reins most ac- 
ceptably. She reports the show doing 
good business at most every stand. “We 
have enjoyed excellent business and have 
made money since coming out of the 
South,” Mrs. Main told The Billboard 
representative here. A half hundred 
trucks, trailers and passenger cars move 
the show, which is making short jumps. 
The menagerie is probably one of the 
largest being carried by a motorized show 


and all cages are mounted on chassis, 
no trailers being used for the cages. On 
account of the menagerie population 
being unusually large, six lions and a 
camei were sold to the Meyers Lake Park 
700, Canton, last Monday while the show 
was in Carrollton. 

The performance is moving smoothly 
under the direction of Bert Wallace. 
Minnie Rooney is doing several feature 
turns, and Mrs. Wallace is assisting her 
husband with the manege horses and is 
working the elephants. The Upton- 
Whiteside wire act and the Cornelia Trio 
are outstanding hits of the big show pro- 
gram. A side show and pit Show are also 
carried and are doing well. according to 
Mr. Newton of the show 

Four trucks are being used in the ad- 
vance under the personal supervision of 
Main. No moves are being made until 
morning, following breakfast. Another 
elephant is expected within a week and a 
new ticket wagon has been added.
